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ADMINISTRATION  OF  AGRICULTURAL 
RESEARCH 

Federal-grant  funds  were  authorized  by  the 
Hatch  Act  of  1887  (24  Stat.  MO)  for  direct  pay- 
ment to  each  State  that  would  establish  an  agri- 
cultural experiment  station  for  the  purpose  of 
engaging  in  systematic  scientific  study  of  prob- 
lems relating  to  the  agriculture  of  the  State.  Fed- 
eral-grant authorizations  were  increased  in  the 
following,  subsequent  Federal-grant  acts:  The 
Adams  Act  of  1906  (34  Stat.  63)  ;  the  Purnell  Act 
of  1925  (43  Stat.  970)  ;  the  Bankhead- Jones  Act  of 
June  29,  1935  (49  Stat.  436) ;  and  title  I,  section  9 
of  the  amendment  of  1946  to  the  Bankhead- Jones 
Act  (60  Stat.  1082).  In  separate  acts  Con- 
gress also  extended  authorization  for  Federal- 
grant  research  payments  to  be  made  to  the  Alaska, 
Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico  Experiment  Stations. 

The  Federal-Grant  Research  Program 

The  Federal-grant  payments  to  the  States  for 
agricultural  research  serve  as  an  incentive  for  a 
large  amount  of  additional  non-Federal  support 
to  carry  on  essential  research.  In  addition  to 
sharing  the  cost  of  Federal-grant  agricultural  re- 
search by  contributing  non-Federal  moneys,  the 
States  also  pay  for  closely  related  lines  of  research 
and  the  major  cost  of  administration  and  general 
overhead  expense. 

State  experiment  station  research  is  primarily 
concerned  with  the  solution  of  problems  affecting 
the  agricultural  economy  and  public  welfare 
within  respective  States.  Regional  problems  are 
usually  the  subjects  of  cooperative  research  in 
which  two  or  more  State  experiment  stations,  and 
frequently  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  pool 
their  technical  resources  and  facilities  in  relation 
to  their  respective  responsibilities  and  capabilities. 

All  agricultural  research  at  the  State  experi- 
ment stations,  including  that  supported  with  Fed- 
eral-grant and  State  and  other  funds,  is  under  the 
leadership  and  administration  of  the  respective 
State  experiment  station  directors.  The  director 
is  responsible  to  the  head  of  his  institution  and 
to  its  governing  body  within  the  State.     He  is  not 


a  Federal  employee.  As  director  of  the  station, 
his  responsibility  to  the  Federal  Government  is  to 
render  account  and  give  satisfactory  proof  an- 
nually that  research  expenditures  and  distribution 
of  Federal-grant  funds  have  been  made  within  the 
provisions  of  the  laws  authorizing  and  appropriat- 
ing such  funds. 

The  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  was  estab- 
lished in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  1888, 
pursuant  to  the  Hatch  Act  of  1887,  for  the  purpose 
of  furthering  close  cooperation  and  systematic  ex- 
change of  information  between  the  stations  and 
departmental  research  agencies.  Under  the  De- 
partment Appropriation  Act  of  1895  the  Congress 
granted  authority  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  examine  the  legality  of  expenditures  made 
under  the  Hatch  Act,  which  responsibility  was  as- 
signed to  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations.  The 
appropriation  acts  for  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture for  the  fiscal  year  1895  and  for  each  year 
since  that  date  have  granted  the  Secretary  of  Ag- 
riculture authority  to  prescribe  the  form  of  the 
annual  financial  statements  required  by  section  3 
of  the  Hatch  Act  and  responsibility  for  determin- 
ing that  expenditures  by  the  State  stations  are  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  basic  acts. 
Authority  of  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  to 
coordinate  the  work  of  the  State  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  with  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  was  first  included  in  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  Appropriation  Act  for 
fiscal  year  1916. 

Administering  the  Federal-Grant  Research 
Acts 

Although  Federal-grant  research  is  carried  on 
independently  in  the  States,  with  a  wide  latitude 
of  purpose  and  direction,  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture is  charged  by  law  to  give  technical  advice  and 
assistance  to  the  experiment  stations.  Title  I, 
section  9  of  the  amendment  to  the  Bankhead- 
Jones  Act  (1946)  requires  the  Office  of  Experi- 
ment Stations  to  participate  in  the  planning  and 
coordination  of  the  research  carried  on  in  these 


stations.  For  this  reason  it  maintains  close  ad- 
visory relations  with  the  experiment  stations. 
Administration  involves  (1)  advance  approval 
of  each  individual  research  proposal  to  assure 
efficient  and  legal  use  of  Federal-grant  funds  ap- 
propriated for  such  research;  (2)  frequent  con- 
sultation with  experiment  station  workers  and 
administrators  on  research  and  administrative 
problems;  (3)  annual  field  examination  of  the 
research  conducted  and  the  expenditures  made 
by  each  experiment  station  under  the  respective 
Federal-grant  acts;  (4)  annual  certification  of 
each  station  to  receive  the  Federal  research  grants ; 
and  (5)  preparation  of  an  annual  report  to  Con- 
gress on  the  station  research  carried  on  during  the 
year  as  required  by  law. 

In  order  that  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations 
may  render  the  most  effective  coordinating  serv- 
ice, technical  staff  members  endeavor  to  become 
familiar  with  the  entire  station  research  program. 
The  Office  annually  secures  complete  progress  re- 
ports on  each  Federal-grant  fund  research  project 
which  are  prepared  by  the  station  research  lead- 
ers and  approved  by  the  directors.  These  reports 
form  a  continuing  and  up-to-date  record  of  experi- 
ment station  research  which  serves  as  ready-refer- 
ence material  in  considering  new  proposals  for 
coordinating  State  experiment  station  and  Fed- 
eral-grant research  in  a  given  field. 

The  several  Federal-grant  acts  require  not  only 
that  research  programs  conducted  under  them  be 
coordinated  but  also  that  due  regard  be  given  in 
these  programs  to  "the  varying  conditions  and 
needs  of  the  respective  States  or  Territories." 
Thus  both  the  experiment  station  director  and 
the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  are  required  to 
exercise  careful  and  discriminating  judgment  in 
bringing  about  a  desirable  degree  of  coordination 
in  research,  based  upon  broad  knowledge  and  con- 
sideration of  related  research  in  progress  elsewhere 
and  of  the  varying  conditions  under  which  it  was 
initiated  and  is  being  prosecuted. 

Each  member  of  the  technical  staff  of  the  Of- 
fice of  Experiment  Stations  is  expected  to  keep 
informed  on  the  latest  station  and  departmental 
research  developments  in  his  respective  subject- 
matter  field.  The  Office  encourages  direct  nego- 
tiation between  research  leaders  in  the  Depart- 
ment and  those  at  the  stations.  It  also  exercises 
an  important  liaison  responsibility  in  planning 
and  developing  research  carried  on  cooperatively 
by  the  Department  and  the  State  stations. 


Administering  Cooperative  Regional 
Research 

The  provisions  of  sections  9  (5  )  (3)  and  11  of 
the  Bankhead-Jones  Act,  under  which  a  regional 
research  fund  was  created,  have  provided  the  sub- 
stance for  a  now  well-established  pattern  of  con- 
sideration, planning,  and  integration  of  research 
aimed  at  problem  areas  that  extend  beyond  State 
boundaries. 

The  regional  research  fund  is  restricted  by  the 
provisions  of  section  9  (b)  (3)  to  use  by  "two  or 
more  State  agricultural  experiment  stations"  for 
cooperative  research  on  problems  "that  concern 
the  agriculture  of  more  than  one  State."  Any 
part  or  all  of  the  allotments  under  sections  9 
(&)  (1)  and  9  (b)  (2),  however,  may  also  be  used 
by  the  stations  for  planning  and  conducting  re- 
search in  cooperation  with  each  other  and  with 
other  appropriate  agencies  and  individuals,  or  for 
research  on  problems  of  primary  concern  to  the 
agriculture  of  the  individual  States. 

Directors  of  the  stations  are  enabled  by  the  re- 
gional research  fund  to  consider  problems  of  broad 
interest  that  may  be  solved  by  two  or  more  stations 
or  by  such  stations  and  departmental  research 
agencies  pooling  their  physical  resources  and  tech- 
nical know-how. 

The  law  provides  that  all  proposals  for  regional 
research  under  section  9  shall  clear  through  and 
be  recommended  by  a  national  committee  of  nine 
persons  elected  by  and  representing  the  station 
directors. 

The  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  acts  for  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  accepting  and  finally 
approving  the  proposals  submitted  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Committee  of  Nine. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  AUTHORITY  OF  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

Administration  and  Coordination 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  charged  with 
the  proper  administration  of  the  acts  affecting  the 
experiment  stations.  The  Office  of  Experiment 
Stations  represents  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
in  the  administration  of  the  several  acts,  including 
examination  of  the  research  and  expenditures  of 
the  experiment  stations  under  the  Federal  grant- 
acts,  the  fulfillment  of  offset  requirements,  coordi- 
nating the  research  work  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  with  that  of  the  experiment  stations. 


and  reporting  annually  thereon  to  Congress,  as 
provided  by  the  acts. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  appropriation 
act  of  1895,  making  appropriations  under  the 
Hatch  Act  directed  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  "prescribe  the  form  of  annual  financial  state- 
ment" and  to  "ascertain  whether  the  expenditures 
under  the  appropriations  hereby  made  are  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  and 
make  report  thereon  to  Congress." 

The  Hatch  Act  stipulates  that  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  shall  "indicate  from  time  to  time  such 
lines  of  inquiry  as  to  him  shall  seem  most  im- 
portant, and,  in  general,  to  furnish  such  advice 
and  assistance  as  will  best  promote  the  purpose 
of  this  act." 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  appropriation 
act  for  1916,  making  appropriations  under  the 
Hatch  and  Adams  Acts  carried  a  provision  in  ad- 
dition to  that  of  the  appropriation  act  of  1895  and 
subsequent  years  directing  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture to  "coordinate  the  work  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  with  that  of  the  State  agricultural 
colleges  and  experiment  stations  in  the  lines  au- 
thorized in  said  acts." 

The  wording  of  the  authorization  and  direction 
under  the  appropriation  act  for  1946  and  as  con- 
tained in  United  States  Code  (7  U.  S.  C.  367)  is  as 
follows : 

The  Secretary  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  annual 
financial  statement  required  under  the  above  Acts,  ascer- 
tain whether  the  expenditures  are  in  accordance  with 
their  provisions,  coordinate  the  research  work  of  the  State 
agricultural  colleges  and  experiment  stations  in  the  lines 
authorized  in  said  Acts  with  research  of  the  Department 
in  similar  lines,  and  make  report  thereon  to  Congress. 

Title  I,  sections  9,  10,  and  11,  of  the  amended 
Bankhead-Jones  Act  contain  specific  provisions 
relative  to  coordination  of  research  and  coopera- 
tive research.  These  include,  authorization  for 
the  agricultural  experiment  stations  to  plan  and 
conduct  any  research  provided  for  under  this  title 
in  cooperation  with  each  other  and  such  other  ap- 
propriate agencies  and  individuals  as  may  con- 
tribute to  the  solution  of  these  problems;  provi- 
sion for  a  regional  research  fund  of  not  more  than 
25  percent  of  the  sums  appropriated  for  any  fiscal 
year  under  section  9  for  allotment  to  the  States  for 
cooperative  research  on  regional  pro j  ects ;  and  pro- 
vision that  the  cooperative  research  project  pro- 
vided for  under  section  9  (6)  (3)  shall  be  carried 
out  under  cooperative  agreements  between  the 
Secretary   of  Agriculture   and   the   cooperating 


agencies.  Section  9  (c)  makes  available  funds  to 
the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  research  under  this  section  including 
participation  in  planning  and  coordinating  the 
cooperative  regional  research. 

The  acts  authorizing  and  appropriating  the 
Federal-grant  funds  require  that  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  shall  ascertain  and  certify  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  or  before  July  1  in 
each  year  whether  each  State  and  Territory  is 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  these  acts  and  is 
entitled  to  receive  its  share  of  the  annual  appro- 
priation for  agricultural  experiment  stations 
under  the  acts.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Comp- 
troller General  has  specifically  ruled  (Jan.  17, 
1924),  with  respect  to  the  Adams  Act,  that — 

the  requirements  appear  clear  and  susceptible  of  but  one 
interpretation,  that  being  that  the  ascertainment  of  the 
necessary  facts  for  making  the  certificates  and  the  actual 
certifications  shall  be  "on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July 
in  each  year" ;  ascertainment  of  the  facts  and  certifica- 
tions after  July  1,  "as  of  July  1,"  do  not  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  act. 

APPROVAL  OF  PROJECTS  AND 

BUDGETS 

Advance  approval  of  projects  and  budgets  by 
the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  is  required  in 
the  administration  of  the  Hatch,  Adams,  Purnell, 
and  Bankhead-Jones  Acts.  The  annual  program 
of  research  and  budget  under  the  Bankhead-Jones 
Act  is  to  be  submitted  on  or  before  June  15.  (Sec- 
retary's letter,  Sept.  11, 1935.)  The  programs  and 
budgets  under  the  Adams  and  Purnell  Acts  are  to 
be  submitted  prior  to  July  1  (Secretary's  letter, 
May  20, 1925)  and  those  under  the  Hatch  Act  may 
appropriately  be  submitted  at  the  same  time.  It 
is  desirable  that  programs  and  budgets  under  the 
Federal-grant  funds  have  sufficient  flexibility  to 
permit  the  stations  to  meet  unforeseen  problems  as 
they  arise. 

Under  section  204  (b)  of  the  Agricultural  Mar- 
keting Act  (formerly  known  as  title  II,  Research 
and  Marketing  Act)  the  Office  of  Experiment  Sta- 
tions is  responsible  for  administering  allotments 
for  marketing  research  to  State  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  on  a  matched-fund  basis.  In 
carrying  out  this  responsibility,  the  Office  is  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  formulate  and  promul- 
gate such  procedures,  rules,  and  regulations  as  will 
facilitate  and  insure  compliance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section,  utilizing  the  services  of,  and 
cooperating  with  the  Experiment  Station  Market- 


ing  Research  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Agri- 
cultural Research  Administrator's  staff  in  devel- 
oping the  marketing  research  program  in  the 
States,  financed  through  these  funds. 

The  Federal-grant  funds  are  available  only  for 
investigations  within  the  purposes  outlined  in  the 
respective  acts.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Bank- 
head-Jones  Act  as  amended  authorizes  the  agri- 
cultural experiment  stations  to  use  Bankhead- 
Jones,  section  9,  funds  for  the  planning  and  coor- 
dination of  cooperative  research  provided  for 
under  the  act.  To  assure  compliance  it  is  neces- 
sary that  expenditures  of  funds  under  a  respective 
act  be  accounted  for  as  separate  units  of  expendi- 
tures for  research.  Effective  use  and  evidence  of 
compliance  is  best  accomplished  by  administration 
of  the  research  and  expenditures  on  the  basis  of 
separate  programs  of  specific  research  projects 
representing  definite  pieces  of  investigation  within 
the  authorizations  of  the  respective  acts. 

Since  the  separate  identity  of  the  several  Fed- 
eral-grant funds,  Hatch,  Adams,  Purnell,  Bank- 
head-Jones  section  5,  and  Banhead-Jones  section 
9  (b)  (1)  and  (2),  and  allotments  from  the  Ag- 
ricultural Marketing  Act,  section  204  (b)  must  be 
maintained  in  reporting  expenditures  and  results, 
not  more  than  one  of  these  direct  grant  funds 
should  be  used  to  support  an  individual  research 
project,  except  that  any  single  one  of  the  funds 
may  be  used  to  supplement  an  allotment  of  Bank- 
head- Jones,  section  9  (b)  (3)  funds. 

Details  on  the  organization  and  administration 
of  cooperative  regional  research  under  section  9 
(b)  (3)  of  the  Bankhead-Jones  Act  are  set  forth 
in  Manual  of  Procedures  for  Cooperative  Re- 
gional Research  (OES-OD-1082,  June  25,  1953). 

APPROPRIATIONS  OF  FEDERAL- 
GRANT  FUNDS 

Provisions  Relating  to  Payments 

The  amounts  appropriated  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Hatch,  Adams,  Purnell,  and  Bankhead- 
Jones,  sections  5  and  9(5)  (l)-(2),  Acts  are  paid 
in  equal  quarterly  installments  on  the  first  day  of 
July,  October,  January,  and  April  in  each  fiscal 
year.  Upon  a  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, payment  is  made  directly  to  the  treasurer 
or  other  officer  duly  appointed  by  the  governing 
board  of  the  agricultural  experiment  station  to  re- 
ceive the  same. 


Allotments  of  the  regional  research  fund,  Bank- 
head-Jones Act,  section  9  (b)  (3) ,  are  paid  in  one 
installment  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year. 
The  payments  are  made  on  the  basis  of  approved 
experiment  station  projects  contributing  to  ap- 
proved regional  research  projects  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  9  (b)  (3)  and  of  the  cooperative 
agreement  specified  by  section  11  of  the  Bankhead- 
Jones  Act. 

On  approval  of  State  experiment  station  re- 
search projects,  under  the  Agricultural  Marketing 
Act,  section  204  (6),  funds  are  allotted  to  the  sta- 
tion concerned.  The  annual  allotments  may  be 
made  as  a  single  payment  or  in  two  or  more  sepa- 
rate payments,  depending  upon  date  of  passage  of 
the  annual  appropriation  bill  and  other  circum- 
stances. 

Offset  Requirement 

Allotments  made  to  Puerto  Rico  and  the  States 
and  Territories  under  section  5  of  the  Bankhead- 
Jones  Act  and  sections  9  (b)  (1)  and  (2)  of  the 
amendment  require  an  equivalent  offset.  Allot- 
ments to  the  States  f  o^.  cooperative  research  under 
section  9  (b)  (3)  of  the  amendment  are  not  re- 
quired to  be  offset  by  State  funds.  The  offset 
provision  is  as  follows : 

No  allotment  and  no  payment  under  any  allotment  shall 
be  made  for  any  fiscal  year  in  excess  of  the  amount  which 
Puerto  Rico  or  the  State  or  Territory  makes  available  for 
such  fiscal  year  out  of  its  own  funds  for  research  and  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  necessary  facilities 
for  the  prosecution  of  such  research. 

Accordingly,  it  is  necessary  for  each  experiment 
station  to  submit  a  guaranty  satisfactory  to  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  as  to  the  amount  of 
offset  funds  which  will  be  made  available  for  re- 
search from  other  than  Federal  sources.  Such 
guaranty  must  be  submitted,  not  later  than  June 
15  of  each  year,  on  forms  supplied  by  the  Office 
of  Experiment  Stations,  in  order  that  certification 
of  the  station  to  the  Treasury  to  receive  the  allot- 
ment of  funds  provided  for  in  the  act  may  be 
made  in  due  time  and  that  the  necessary  checks 
may  be  issued.  Funds  derived  from  the  Federal 
Government  and  funds  not  actually  deposited  with 
the  State  or  Territory  and  subject  to  budgeting 
and  expenditure  by  the  State  or  Territory  for  re- 
search as  outlined  in  the  following  paragraph  are 
not  acceptable  as  offset. 

The  station  director  has  the  responsibility  of 
proposing  expenditures  for  meeting  offset  require- 
ments and  of  providing  satisfactory  evidence  as  to 


the  research  character  of  the  offset  work.  Ex- 
penditures for  agricultural  research,  including  the 
administration  and  conduct  of  research  and  the 
publication  of  results,  and  for  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  facilities  for  prosecuting  such 
research  are  acceptable  for  offset.  Research  of 
agricultural  experiment  station  quality,  conducted 
under  State  auspices  not  necessarily  at  or  by  the 
main  station,  is  also  acceptable,  provided  it  is  pre- 
sented by  the  station  director  and  is  a  part  of  a 
coordinated  program  for  agriculture  in  the  State. 
Expenditures  covering  service,  demonstration,  or 
regulatory  work  are  not  acceptable  as  offset. 

In  the  case  of  State  experiment  station  research 
projects  under  Agricultural  Marketing  Act,  sec- 
tion 204  (5),  the  law  provides:  "That  no  such 
allotment  and  no  payment  under  any  such  allot- 
ment shall  be  made  for  any  fiscal  year  to  any  State 
agency  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  such  State 
agency  makes  available  out  of  its  own  funds  for 
such  research."  To  comply  with  this  provision, 
each  experiment  station,  prior  to  receiving  an  al- 
lotment, shall  file  an  offset  guarantee  on  forms 
provided  to  indicate  availability  of  adequate 
matching  funds,  which  means  funds  in  excess  of 
sums  being  expended  for  marketing  research  at 
the  time  the  act  was  passed.  The  language  in  the 
matching  provision  of  the  act,  "for  such  research," 
is  interpreted  to  mean  that  the  matching  funds 
shall  be  expended  in  support  of  the  same  research 
project  for  which  Federal-grant  funds  are  al- 
lotted, and,  furthermore,  that  the  matching  funds 
shall  be  expended,  dollar  for  dollar,  with  Federal- 
grant  funds  in  each  fiscal  year. 

Designation  of  Beneficiaries  of  the  Hatch 
Fund  by  State  Legislatures 

1.  When  an  agricultural  college  or  station  has  been  es- 
tablished under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862,  such  college  is 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  [i.  e., 
of  March  2,  1887]. 

2.  In  a  State  where  an  agricultural  college  has  been 
established  under  the  act  of  July  2,  1862,  and  agricultural 
stations  have  also  been  established,  either  under  the  act 
of  July  2, 1862,  or  by  State  authority,  before  March  2, 1887, 
the  legislature  of  such  State  shall  determine  which  one  of 
said  institutions,  or  how  many  of  them,  shall  receive  the 
benefits  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1887. 

3.  If  the  legislature  of  any  State  in  which  an  agricul- 
tural college  has  been  established  under  the  act  of  July  2, 
1862,  desires  to  establish  an  agricultural  station  which 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  said  act,  it  must  estab- 
lish such  station  in  connection  with  said  college.  (Treas- 
ury Department  ruling  Feb.  15,  1888.) 


It  is  within  the  power  of  the  legislature  of  any  State 
that  has  accepted  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  March  2, 
1887,  to  dispose  of  the  amount  appropriated  by  Congress 
for  said  State  to  either  one  or  all  of  the  agricultural  col- 
leges or  stations  which  may  be  established  in  said  State 
by  virtue  of  either  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  July  2,  1862, 
or  the  provisions  of  said  eighth  section  of  the  act  of 
March  2,  1887.  *  *  * 

The  whole  responsibility  rests  upon  the  State  legislature 
as  to  how  the  fund  appropriated  by  Congress  shall  be  dis- 
tributed among  these  various  institutions  of  the  State, 
provided  there  is  one  or  more  agricultural  colleges  with 
which  an  agricultural  station  is  connected  or  one  or  more 
agricultural  stations.  (Treasury  Department  ruling  Dec. 
7,  1888.) 

Division  of  Hatch  Funds  Between  Stations 
Already  Established 

Where  there  is  an  agricultural  college  or  station  which 
may  have  been  established  by  State  authority  and  is  main- 
tained by  the  State,  the  eighth  section  of  the  [Hatch]  act 
would  authorize  the  State  to  designate  *  *  *  the  station 
to  which  it  desired  the  appropriation  to  be  applied, 
whether  to  one  or  more,  or  all,  and  *  *  *  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  should  make  the  payment  under  the  ap- 
propriation to  whichever  one  the  State  might  designate. 
(Treasury  Department  ruling  Feb.  14,  1888.) 

Diminishment,  Loss,  or  Misuse  of  Funds 

Section  3  of  the  so-called  Adams  Act  of  March  16,  1906 
(34  Stat.  63),  which  provides  for  an  increased  annual  ap- 
propriation for  agricultural  experiment  stations,  requires 
that  such  part  of  the  money  appropriated  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act  as  may  be  diminished  or  lost  or  misap- 
plied after  being  received  by  the  officer  of  the  State  or 
Territory  designated  to  receive  same  must  "be  replaced  by 
said  State  or  Territory  to  which  it  belongs,  and  until  so 
replaced  no  subsequent  appropriation  shall  be  appor- 
tioned or  paid  to  such  State  or  Territory" ;  and  this  re- 
quirement is  an  absolute  prohibition  upon  the  apportion- 
ment until  such  replacement  is  actually  made,  a  mere 
withholding  from  the  subsequent  appropriation  of  an 
amount  equal  to  that  diminished,  lost,  or  misapplied  not 
being  in  compliance  with  said  statute.  (18  Comp.  Dec. 
120.) 

There  is  "no  limitation  on  time  within  which 
the  replacement  shall  be  made,"  but  "no  appor- 
tionment whatever  can  be  made  until  the  misap- 
plied moneys  are  replaced."    (18  Comp.  Dec.  485.) 

Section  3  of  the  Purnell  Act  is  identical  with 
section  3  of  the  Adams  Act  so  far  as  it  refers  to 
the  diminishing,  loss,  or  misapplication  of  the 
funds  appropriated. 

In  accordance  with  further  rulings  in  the  de- 
cisions cited,  the  amount  of  Hatch  funds  that  has 
been  diminished,  lost,  or  misapplied  must  be  re- 
ported by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  as  an  unexpended  balance, 
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which  is  then  subject  to  the  provision  of  section  6 
of  the  act,  as  described  below.  These  rulings  are 
held  as  applying  also  to  Bankhead-Jones  funds. 

Unexpended   Balances    of   Federal   Funds 

Section  6  of  the  Hatch  Act  provides  that — 

whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
from  the  annual  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  any  of  said  stations  that  a  portion  of  the  preceding  an- 
nual appropriation  remains  unexpended,  such  amount 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  next  succeeding  annual  appro- 
priation to  such  station,  in  order  that  the  amount  of 
money  appropriated  to  any  station  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  actually  and  necessarily  required  for  its  mainte- 
nance and  support. 

The  ruling  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury 
(18  Comp.  Dec.  485)  says — 

The  provision  in  the  Hatch  Act  of  March  2,  1887  (24 
Stat.  440),  requiring  the  deduction  of  unexpended  appor- 
tionments of  appropriations  applies  also  to  appropriations 
under  the  Adams  Act  of  March  16,  1906  (34  Stat.  63). 

Since  the  Purnell  Act  and  title  I  of  the  Bank- 
head- Jones  Act  supplement  the  Hatch  and  Adams 
Acts,  it  is  to  be  assumed  that  the  above  decision  of 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  regarding  the 
disposal  of  unexpended  balances  applies  also  to 
the  Purnell  and  Bankhead-Jones  Acts.  Such  un- 
expended balances  must  be  accounted  for  as  part 
of  the  appropriation  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year ; 
in  short,  each  station  must  account  every  year  for 
the  specific  sum  provided  by  Congress,  although 
the  amount  actually  paid  to  the  station  in  any  one 
year  may  be  less  on  account  of  the  deduction  of  an 
unexpended  balance  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Title  I,  section  9,  of  the  amended  Bankhead- 
Jones  Act  (1946)  provides  that  unexpended  bal- 
ances of  allotments  to  experiment  stations  from 
appropriations  made  under  this  section  during  the 
first  five  fiscal  years  may  remain  available  for  ex- 
penditure by  the  same  experiment  stations  for 
the  varying  periods  specified  in  the  amendment, 
after  which  time  (June  30, 1952)  any  unexpended 
balances  of  any  subsequent  fiscal  year  are  to  be 
deducted  from  the  next  succeeding  annual  al- 
lotments. 

The  unexpended  balances  of  9  (b)  3  funds  are 
not  deductible  from  the  next  annual  allotment  as 
are  the  unexpended  balances  of  allotments  of  9 
(b)  1-2  funds.  Any  balances  in  9  (&)  3-fund 
allotments  not  expended  or  obligated  on  or  before 
June  30  of  each  year  must  be  returned  to  the 
United  States  Treasury  through  the  Office  of  Ex- 


periment Stations  with  the  annual  financial  re- 
port of  the  station,  due  on  or  before  September  1. 
Payments  of  outstanding  obligations  incurred  be- 
fore June  30  may  be  made  at  any  time  prior  to 
the  filing  of  the  financial  report.  One  check  may 
be  drawn  to  cover  the  sum  total  of  unexpended 
9  (b)  3  funds. 

Funds  made  available  under  Agricultural  Mar- 
keting Act,  section  204  (b)  normally  will  be  ex- 
pended within  the  fiscal  year  in  which  received, 
but  may  remain  available  for  obligation  and  ex- 
penditure during  the  fiscal  year  following  that  in 
which  funds  are  received. 

Reassignment  of  9  (b)  3- fund-allotments. — Al- 
lotments of  9  (b)  3  funds  are  available  only  for 
expenditure  in  support  of  approved  regional  re- 
search projects  as  specified  in  the  annual  schedule 
of  allotments  recommended  by  the  Committee  of 
Nine  and  approved  by  the  Office  of  Experiment 
Stations. 

An  allotment  of  any  unexpended  balance  in  an 
allotment  of  9  (b)  3  funds  not  required  for  the 
support  of  the  regional  research  project  to  which 
the  allotment  was  made  may  be  transferred  within 
the  fiscal  year  to  another  regional  project  at  the 
same  experiment  station  or  to  another  experiment 
station  if  it  has  been  reassigned  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Committee  of  Nine  and  approved  by 
the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations.  Approved 
procedure  for  reassignment  is  set  forth  in  OES- 
OD-1082,  Manual  of  Procedures  for  Cooperative 
Regional  Research. 

USE  OF  FEDERAL-GRANT  FUNDS 
Responsibility  of  the  Station  Director 

In  the  administration  of  the  Federal-grant 
funds,  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  repre- 
senting the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  deals  with 
the  director  in  the  expectation  that,  as  the  respon- 
sible head  of  the  experiment  station,  he  has  been 
given  the  necessary  authority  to  carry  out  the  pro- 
gram of  investigations  worked  out  in  agreement 
with  the  Office  through  the  initiation  and  submis- 
sion of  proposals  by  the  director  for  review,  sug- 
gestions, and  approval  by  the  Office,  and  to  admin- 
ister the  approved  budget  of  expenditures.  The 
administrative  responsibility  of  the  director 
should  include  authority  to  cooperate  with  the  De- 
partment in  formulating  the  grant- fund  research 
program  of  the  station,  to  supervise  and  authorize 
all  expenditures  under  the  approved  budget,  to 


select  and  maintain  a  competent  staff,  to  plan  and 
make  arrangements  for  carrying  out  the  program, 
and  to  maintain  conditions  and  relationships  fa- 
vorable to  productive  research. 

On  this  subject  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
under  date  of  January  18, 1934,  wrote  to  the  presi- 
dent of  a  State  board  of  control  in  part  as  follows : 

The  plain  meaning  of  the  language  [used  in  sees.  1,  2, 
and  3  of  the  Hatch  Act]  is  that  it  is  the  experiment  sta- 
tion whose  "duty"  it  is,  under  the  direction  of  the  college, 
and  in  cooperation  with  this  Department,  to  determine 
what  researches,  bearing  directly  on  the  agricultural  in- 
dustry of  the  United  States,  are  "advisable" ;  *  *  *  inas- 
much as  the  State  *  *  *  has  given  its  assent  to  the  "pur- 
pose" of  the  grant  made  by  the  Hatch  Act,  and  has  simi- 
larly assented  to  the  purposes  of  the  Adams  and  Purnell 
Acts,  it  has  thereby  agreed,  on  its  part,  for  a  valuable 
consideration,  that  the  experiment  stations  are  the  proper 
bodies  to  determine,  under  the  direction  of  their  respective 
agricultural  colleges  and  in  cooperation  with  this  Depart- 
ment, what  agricultural  researchers  are  "advisable." 
Having  given  this  assent,  the  State  *  *  *  may  not,  with- 
out a  virtual  repudiation  of  the  assent  already  given  to 
the  purpose  of  the  experiment  station  acts,  assume  the 
right,  by  legislation  or  otherwise,  to  appoint  some  other 
body  and  give  to  it  the  authority  to  make  such  a  determi- 
nation. Much  less,  of  course,  would  there  be  any  warrant 
for  your  board  or  any  other  State  body  to  assume  the 
authority  to  take  such  action,  without  the  sanction  of 
legislation.  *  *  * 

The  experiment  station  funds  allotted  to  the  State  out  of 
the  Federal  appropriations  are  Federal  moneys  and  con- 
tinue to  be  such  until  they  are  disbursed  pursuant  to  the 
purposes  specified  by  Congress.  *  *  *  These  Federal 
funds,  by  the  terms  of  the  acts  referred  to  are  payable  to 
the  officer  appointed  by  the  governing  boards  of  the  col- 
leges or  experiment  stations  and  the  officer  to  whom  the 
funds  are  paid  thereby  becomes  their  custodian.  There  is 
no  requirement  in  the  act  that  he  shall  deposit  them  in 
the  State  treasury,  although  it  is  entirely  proper  that  he 
snould  do  so.  *  *  *  But,  if  he  does  so  deposit  them,  his 
custodianship  is  not  thereby  terminated ;  they  continue  to 
be  Government  funds,  until  they  are  expended  for  the 
purposes  specified  in  the  acts  of  Congress ;  it  was  so  held  by 
the  Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  in  his  deci- 
sion of  January  16,  1933.     *  *  * 

For  the  reasons  given  above  *  *  *  the  exercise  of 
scrutiny  of  your  board  over  the  expenditure  of  the  experi- 
ment station  funds  allotted  to  the  States  in  accordance 
with  the  Hatch,  Adams,  and  Purnell  Acts  to  the  extent  of 
the  disapproval  and  suspension  thereof  is  unauthorized 
and  *  *  *  its  continuance  is  not  desirable.  *  *  *  If  the 
board  feels  that  *  *  *  while  the  funds  are  on  deposit  in 
the  State  treasury,  it  can  pass  requisitions  by  the  director 
of  the  *  *  *  experiment  station  when  properly  vouched 
for  *  *  *  the  Department  sees  no  objection  in  having 
that  much  of  the  present  practice  continued.  If,  however, 
the  board  feels  that  it  cannot  do  this  *  *  *  arrangements 
will  have  to  be  made  whereby  experiment  station  funds, 
now  on  deposit  in  the  State  treasury,  will  either  have  to  be 
subject  to  direct  disbursement  on  properly  approved  war- 


rants of  the  director  of  the  experiment  station  or  such 
funds  will  have  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  State  treasury 
and  placed  in  some  other  depository,  from  which  such 
disbursements  can  be  freely  made. 

With  further  reference  to  this  matter,  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  under  date  of  April  13,  1934, 
wrote,  in  part,  as  follows : 

The  statement  made  that  the  board  feels  the  same  re- 
sponsibility for  safeguarding  Federal  funds  placed  in  its 
hands  *  *  *  as  it  would  for  funds  placed  in  its  hands  by 
the  State  legislature  indicates  that  the  board  has  failed  to 
appreciate  the  fact,  which  the  Department's  letter  of 
January  18  endeavored  to  make  plain,  that  these  funds 
have  not  been  placed  in  the  board's  hands.  The  moneys 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  board  by  the  State  code 
are  State  moneys  and,  even  if  the  legislature  had  under- 
taken to  place  these  Federal  trust  funds  under  the  board's 
control  *  *  *  such  action  would  have  been  wholly  ineffec- 
tive, since  they  are  allotted  to  the  State  by  the  Federal 
Government  on  the  condition  that  they  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  the  Agricultural  College,  with  the  duty  ex- 
pressly placed  on  the  Experiment  Station  to  determine 
what  agricultural  researches  are  advisable  in  their 
expenditure. 

In  line  with  this  understanding,  all  vouchers 
drawn  on  the  Federal  funds  must  have  the  ap- 
proval of  the  director  of  the  experiment  station 
or  his  duly  authorized  agent  before  they  are  ac- 
ceptable as  charges  against  the  Federal  funds. 
When  the  director  authorizes  another  person  as 
his  agent  to  sign  vouchers  or  otherwise  to  act  in 
his  stead,  a  statement  of  such  authorization,  signed 
by  him,  should  be  filed  in  the  offices  of  the  director 
and  custodian  of  the  funds,  and  a  copy  transmitted 
to  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  for  record. 

While  the  experiment  stations  may  take  advan- 
tage of  State  contracts  and  the  services  of  State 
officials  in  the  purchase  of  supplies  and  equipment 
from  the  Federal-grant  funds,  the  Solicitor  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  under  date  of  De- 
cember 17,  1936,  rendered  the  opinion  that — 

it  would  seem  to  be  obvious  that  State  contracts  for  the 
purchase  of  supplies,  which  must  necessarily  be  concerned 
with,  and  limited  in  application  to,  expenditures  of  State 
funds,  can  have  no  control  over,  or  applicability  to,  expen- 
ditures of  Federal  funds,  such  as  all  these  various  funds 
are,  by  those  with  whom  such  funds  have  been  placed  in 
trust  for  the  accomplishment  of  specified  purposes,  even 
though  such  persons  may  be  officers  or  employees  of  the 
State. 

Custody  of  the  Federal-Grant  Funds 

In  the  authorizing  acts,  Congress  specifies  that 
the  funds  appropriated  shall  be  paid  "to  the  treas- 
urer or  other  officer  duly  appointed  by  the  govern- 


ing  boards  of  such  agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tions." This  requirement  cannot  be  set  aside  by 
any  act  of  the  legislature  of  a  State. 

Since  the  Congress  has  authorized  the  payment  of  these 
funds  only  to  an  officer  of  the  agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tion duly  appointed  by  the  governing  board  of  such  station, 
such  payments  may  not  be  made  to  any  other  person,  and 
the  provisions  of  the  Federal  statutes  in  this  respect  are  in 
no  way  affected  by  any  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  State 
attempting  to  provide  for  such  payments  to  an  officer  of 
the  State  other  than  an  officer  of  the  experiment  station 
duly  appointed  by  the  governing  board  of  such  station  to 
receive  the  same.     (Comp.  Gen.  A-32S31,  Sept.  4,  1930.) 

The  Solicitor  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  an  opinion  dated  November  11,  1933,  after 
briefly  reviewing  the  purposes  for  which  the  Fed- 
eral funds  are  appropriated  to  the  experiment 
station,  said — 

It  seems  *  *  *  quite  obvious  that  these  funds,  so  appro- 
priated and  paid  by  the  Federal  Government  for  these 
specific  purposes  (to  which  purposes  the  State  must  assent 
before  the  funds  are  payable),  and  which,  when  paid,  are 
not  the  property  of  the  State  or  even  of  the  appointed 
officer  to  whom  they  are  paid,  but  only  in  his  custody  for 
proper  disbursement,  cannot  *  *  *  be  placed  under  the 
administration  of  an  entirely  different  State  officer,  so 
that  he,  instead  of  the  legally  appointed  custodian,  *  *  * 
may  determine  in  what  amount  and  at  what  rate  they  may 
be  expended  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  for  which  they 
were  originally  appropriated  and  paid  by  the  Federal 
Government. 

Anticipation  of  First-Quarter  Payments 

The  fiscal  year  for  the  Federal  funds  begins  on 
the  first  day  of  July,  corresponding  with  the  fiscal 
year  of  the  Government.  In  this  connection  the 
Treasury  Department,  August  2,  1888,  has  ruled : 

An  agricultural  station  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  *  *  * 
appropriations  made  by  Congress  can  anticipate  the  pay- 
ment to  be  made  July  1,  and  make  contracts  of  purchasers 
prior  to  that  time,  if  it  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
work  of  the  station.  Of  course,  no  portion  of  said  appro- 
priations paid  in  quarterly  installments  can  be  drawn 
from  the  Treasury  unless  needed  for  the  purposes  indi- 
cated in  the  act ;  and  so  much  of  what  is  so  drawn  as  may 
not  have  been  expended  within  the  year  must  be  accounted 
for  as  part  of  the  appropriation  for  the  following  year. 

Borrowing  or  Transfer  of  Funds 

Kxpcriinont  statimi  officers  have  no  authority  to  borrow 
money  to  be  repaid  out  of  appropriations  made  under  the 
act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1887,  and  *  *  *  charges  for 
interest  cannot  properly  be  made  against  funds  appropri- 
ated under  that  act.  (Department  of  Agriculture  ruling, 
Mar.  10,  1896.) 

The  Comptroller  General,  in  his  decisions  of 
January  27  and  February  13, 1936,  A-46031,  rules 


that  as  there  is  no  authority  in  law  for  transferring 
Federal  funds  for  temporary  use  to  a  State  ac- 
count, or,  in  effect,  borrowing  or  using  Federal 
funds  for  State  purposes,  such  procedure  is  illegal. 

Deposit  of  the  Federal-Grant  Funds  and 
Accounting  for  Interest 

The  Federal-grant  funds,  wherever  deposited, 
must  be  available  at  all  times  for  disbursement 
only  in  payment  of  claims  authorized  by  the  sta- 
tion director.  The  deposit  of  these  funds  in  the 
State  treasury,  if  found  necessary,  and  expedient 
in  connection  with  the  safekeeping,  disbursement, 
and  control  thereof,  may  be  made  without  legal 
objection. 

It  may  be  stated,  however,  that  the  said  acts  do  not  pro- 
vide the  place  and  manner  in  which  the  funds  shall  be 
deposited  by  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  duly  appointed 
by  the  governing  boards  of  such  agricultural  experiment 
station  to  receive  the  same,  and,  therefore,  if,  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  said  funds,  it  is  found  necessary  and  ex- 
pedient in  connection  with  the  safekeeping,  disbursement 
and  control  thereof  for  the  treasurer  of  [an]  agricultural 
experiment  station,  after  he  has  received,  receipted  for 
and  become  responsible  to  account  therefor  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  State  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  as 
provided  by  the  acts  under  which  the  funds  are  appro- 
priated, to  deposit  the  said  funds  in  the  State  treasury,  I 
have  to  advise  *  *  *  that  there  would  appear  to  be  no 
legal  objection  to  such  procedure.  (Comp.  Gen.  A-32831, 
July  20,  1931.) 

Such  deposit,  however,  does  not  relieve  the  sta- 
tion director  of  the  responsibility  for  the  budget- 
ing and  expenditures  of  the  funds,  or  the  duly 
appointed  station  treasurer  of  the  responsibility 
for  accounting  for  them,  and  paying  regularly  ap- 
proved and  legitimate  claims  on  them  on  order 
from  the  director. 

According  to  a  decision  of  the  Comptroller  Gen- 
eral, A-46031  of  July  25,  1941,  the  Federal-grant 
funds  must  be  maintained  in  a  separate  deposit 
account  if  any  interest  accrues  on  the  deposit  of 
these  funds.  By  this  decision  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  is  held  responsible  for  requiring  a 
procedure  on  the  part  of  the  State  relative  to  the 
deposit  of  the  Federal-grant  funds  which  will 
enable  the  Department  to  ascertain  that  the  con- 
ditions of  the  respective  grants  have  been  complied 
with  fully  and  to  determine  that  the  interests  of 
the  Government  otherwise  are  fully  protected. 

Evidence  of  unauthorized  use  of  Federal-grant 
funds  held  in  a  consolidated  deposit  account  may 
be  considered  sufficient  justification  for  requiring 
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modification  of  the  accounting  procedure  to  pro- 
vide for  their  deposit  in  a  separate  account. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  annual  finanical  report 
for  certification  by  the  station  treasurer  and  the 
director  as  to  any  interest  that  may  have  been 
earned  on  the  deposit  of  the  Federal-grant  funds. 
If  any  interest  has  been  earned  the  amount  must 
be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States 
through  the  Department  of  Agriculture  together 
with  a  certificate  as  to  the  deposits  of  the  Federal- 
grant  funds  and  the  amount  earned  as  interest 
in  accordance  with  instructions  furnished  by  the 
Office  of  Experiment  Stations. 

Employer   Contributions  to  Retirement 
Systems 

The  act  approved  March  4,  1940  (54  stat.  39) 
(see  p.  26),  authorized  the  use  of  Federal-grant 
funds  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  for 
making  employer  contributions  to  the  retirement 
systems  of  the  land-grant  colleges. 

The  provisions  of  the  act  have  been  interpreted 
in  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture's  letter  of 
August  23,  1940,  to  cover  the  following  principal 
points : 

Employer  contributions  as  authorized  by  the  act 
are  separate  and  distinct  from  contributions  made 
to  a  retirement  system  by  employees  from  their 
salaries. 

Only  those  employees  receiving  salary  payments 
from  Federal-grant  funds  are  eligible  for  employ- 
er contributions  from  these  funds.  These  salary 
payments  must  have  been  earned  by  the  employee 
for  whose  benefit  the  contributions  are  made  before 
the  grant  funds  can  be  used  for  such  contributions. 

The  provisions  of  the  act  do  not  apply  to  em- 
ployees eligible  to  participate  in  the  United  States 
Civil  Service  Retirement  Act. 

Employer  contributions  from  Federal-grant 
funds  to  a  retirement  system  in  effect  at  an  agri- 
cultural experiment  station  must  at  least  be 
equalled  by  the  contributions  to  that  system  on  the 
part  of  the  individuals  concerned,  and/or  the 
State,  either  separately  or  in  combination.  This 
matching  requirement  must  be  met  on  the  basis 
of  each  individual  employee  for  whose  benefit  em- 
ployer contributions  are  made  from  the  Federal- 
grant  funds.  For  example,  if  $100  is  taken  from 
the  Federal-grant  funds  as  an  employer  contribu- 
tion to  a  retirement  system  for  the  benefit  of  an 
experiment  station  employee  whose  salary  is  paid 


from  those  funds,  that  employee,  or  the  State,  or 
the  two  combined,  must  contribute  at  least  $100 
to  the  retirement  system  for  the  specific  credit 
of  that  particular  employee. 

Contributions  to  the  retirement  fund  paid  by  the 
individual  from  his  salary,  irrespective  of  source, 
would  qualify  as  contributions  on  the  part  of  the 
individual.  Contributions  to  the  retirement  fund 
paid  by  the  State  may  include  funds  derived  from 
endowments,  foundations,  and  similar  sources, 
provided  such  funds  are  turned  over  to  and  dis- 
bursed by  a  State  agency. 

The  use  of  Federal-grant  funds  during  any  fiscal 
year  as  employer  contributions  to  a  retirement 
system  is  limited  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  5 
percent  of  that  portion  of  the  salaries  paid  during 
the  fiscal  year  from  Federal-grant  funds  to  em- 
ployees who  participate  in  the  retirement  system. 
This  maximum  limitation  applies  to  each  Federal- 
grant  fund  (Hatch,  Adams,  Purnell,  and  Bank- 
head- Jones  sections  5  and  9) ,  and  to  the  salary  or 
portion  of  salary  paid  to  each  individual  from  a 
Federal-grant  fund. 

The  employer  contributions  from  Federal-grant 
funds  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  designated  as 
employer  contributions  under  the  particular  re- 
tirement system  which  is  in  force  at  the  agricul- 
tural experiment  station. 

The  employer  contributions  from  each  Federal- 
grant  fund  must  be  made  in  the  same  ratio  that 
salaries  are  paid  from  each  of  these  funds  to  the 
individuals  for  whose  benefit  the  employer  con- 
tributions are  made.    Example : 

An  employee  in  a  land-grant  institution  receives 
his  salary  as  follows:

If  the  retirement  system  in  effect  at  the  institu- 
tion provides  for  an  employer  contribution  equal 
to  4  percent  of  the  salaries  paid,  the  employer 
contribution  from  Federal-grant  funds  in  this  case 
would  be  made  up  of  an  amount  equal  to  4  percent 
of  the  salary  paid  from  each  Federal-grant  fund 
as  follows:

The  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  has  responsi- 
bility for  ascertaining  compliance  with  the  pro- 


visions  of  the  act  in  cases  where  deposits  of 
Federal-grant  research  funds  are  made  as  em- 
ployer contributions  to  retirement  systems  in 
favor  of  experiment  station  employees  receiving 
salary  payments  from  these  funds. 

Essential  requirements  for  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  act : 

(A)  Materials  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Office 
of  Experiment  Stations : 

(1)  Copies  of  the  laws,  orders,  and  regu- 
lations authorizing,  establishing, 
and  governing  the  retirement  system 
for  each  agricultural  experiment 
station  wishing  to  take  advantage  of 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  4, 
1940. 

(2)  A  financial  estimate  of  the  employer 
contributions  planned  to  be  paid 
from  the  Federal-grant  funds,  to  be 
supplied  with  the  proposed  research 
programs  at  the  beginning  of  each 
fiscal  year. 

(3)  A  report  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year 
on  forms  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  provide  data  for 
each  agricultural  experiment  station 
employee  for  whom  employer  con- 
tributions have  been  made  from 
Federal-grant  funds. 

(B)  Materials  to  be  made  available  to  the 
Office  representative  at  the  time  of  the 
annual  review  of  Federal-grant  activi- 
ties and  expenditures : 

( 1 )  Properly  approved  vouchers  and  evi- 
dence showing  that  withdrawals  of 
employer  contributions  from  the 
Federal-grant  funds  are  appropriate 
as  regular  expenditures. 

AUTHORIZED   FIELDS    OF   RESEARCH 

The  Federal-grant  acts  outline  the  fields  of  re- 
search for  which  the  appropriations  authorized 
are  intended,  as  follows : 

The  Hatch  Act,  establishing  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  as  departments  of  the  land-grant 
colleges,  authorizes  funds  "to  aid  in  acquiring  and 
diffusing  among  the  people  of  the  United  States 
useful  and  practical  information  on  subjects  con- 
nected with  agriculture,  and  to  promote  scientific 
investigation  and  experiment  respecting  the  prin- 
ciples and  applications  of  agricultural  science," 


and  provides  for  "such  other  researches  or  ex- 
periments bearing  directly  on  the  agricultural  in- 
dustry of  the  United  States  as  may  in  each  case 
be  deemed  advisable,  having  due  regard  to  the 
varying  conditions  and  needs  of  the  respective 
States  and  Territories." 

The  Adams  Act,  which  is  amendatory  to  the 
Hatch  Act,  authorizes  the  funds  made  available 
"to  be  applied  only  to  paying  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  conducting  original  researches  or  ex- 
periments bearing  directly  on  the  agricultural  in- 
dustry of  the  United  States,  having  due  regard 
to  the  varying  conditions  and  needs  of  the  re- 
spective States  and  Territories." 

The  Purnell  Act  provides  that  the  funds  author- 
ized "shall  be  applied  only  to  paying  the  necessary 
expenses  of  conducting  investigations  or  making 
experiments  bearing  directly  on  the  production, 
manufacture,  preparation,  use,  distribution,  and 
marketing  of  agricultural  products  and  including 
such  scientific  researches  as  have  for  their  purpose 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  perman- 
ent and  efficient  agricultural  industry,  and  such 
economic  and  sociological  investigations  as  have 
for  their  purpose  the  development  and  improve- 
ment of  the  rural  home  and  rural  life." 

The  Bankhead-Jones  Act  and  the  amendment  in 
Title  I  authorize  the  pursuit  of  "research  into 
laws  and  principles  underlying  basic  problems  of 
agriculture  in  its  broadest  aspects."  Title  I,  sec- 
tion 1,  of  the  amendment  broadens  this  authority 
by  providing  for  a  greatly  expanded  research 
program  on  all  types  of  farm  problems  to  enable 
agriculture  to  attain  a  position  in  research  com- 
parable to  that  of  other  great  industries.  It  fur- 
ther provides  under  section  11  that  not  less  than 
20  percent  of  the  funds  authorized  to  be  appro- 
priated under  section  9  for  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations  shall  be  used  for  conducting  market- 
ing research  projects,  and  under  section  9  (&) 
(3)  that  not  more  than  25  percent  of  the  sums  ap- 
propriated under  section  9  shall  be  allotted  to  the 
States  for  cooperative  research  in  which  two  or 
more  State  agricultural  experiment  stations  are 
cooperating  to  solve  problems  that  concern  the 
agriculture  of  more  than  one  State.  The  text  of 
the  amendment  should  be  consulted  for  a  complete 
statement  of  the  authorized  lines  of  research.  The 
Act  specifies  that  "research  authorized  under  this 
section  [section  1]  shall  be  in  addition  to  research 
provided  for  under  existing  law"  and  that,  "sums 
appropriated  in  pursuance  of  this  title  shall  be  in 
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addition  to,  and  not  in  substitution  for,  sums  ap- 
propriated or  otherwise  made  available  for  agri- 
cultural experiment  stations." 

LIMITATIONS  IN  THE  USE  OF 
FEDERAL-GRANT  FUNDS 

Limiting  expenditures  to  the  -fiscal  year. — Obli- 
gations incurred  by  an  agricultural  experiment 
station  in  any  one  fiscal  year  to  be  paid  from 
Federal-grant  funds  must  not  exceed  the  amounts 
allotted  to  the  station  for  that  year.  The  books 
covering  expenditures  of  Federal-grant  funds 
within  a  fiscal  year  must  be  closed  as  to  obligations 
on  June  30.  "Wherever  possible,  all  payments 
should  be  cleared  prior  to  filing  the  annual  finan- 
cial report  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September 
each  year. 

Administrative  planning  and  direction. — The 
Hatch  fund  may  be  used  to  pay  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  administrative  planning  and  direction 
of  research  authorized  by  the  Hatch  and  supple- 
mentary acts.  All  of  the  Adams,  Purnell,  and 
Bankhead-Jones  section  5  funds  are  available  only 
for  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  investiga- 
tions within  the  purposes  stated  in  the  respective 
acts. 

Under  the  provision  of  section  9  of  the  amended 
Bankhead-Jones  Act  of  1946,  which  authorizes 
agricultural  experiment  stations  to  plan  research 
provided  for  under  the  amended  act  in  coopera- 
tion with  each  other  and  such  other  appropriate 
agencies  and  individuals  as  may  contribute  to  the 
solution  of  these  problems,  projects  designed  to 
provide  for  paying  the  cost  of  such  planning  are 
to  be  transmitted  to  the  Office  of  Experiment  Sta- 
tions for  consideration  and  approval. 

Provision  is  made  in  section  9  of  the  amended 
act  for  paying  the  necessary  travel  expenses  of  a 
committee  of  nine  persons  elected  by  and  repre- 
senting the  directors  of  the  State  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  who  recommend  cooperative 
regional  research  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
for  approval. 

Personal  services. — No  portion  of  the  Federal- 
grant  funds  may  be  used  for  paying  salaries  or 
wages  for  activities  other  than  those  of  the  agri- 
cultural experiment  stations  as  specified  in  the 
respective  grant  acts.  In  case  the  same  persons 
are  employed  in  the  experiment  station  and  other 
departments  of  the  college  with  which  the  station 
is  connected,  a  fair  and  equitable  division  of  sal- 


aries or  wages  should  be  made,  and,  in  case  of  any 
other  expenditures  for  the  joint  benefit  of  the 
experiment  station  and  other  departments  of  the 
college,  the  Federal-grant  funds  should  be  charged 
with  only  a  fair  share  of  such  expenditures.  (De- 
partment of  Agriculture  ruling,  Oct.  25, 1897 ;  also 
ruling  of  Attorney  General,  May  10,  1899.) 

The  foregoing  principle  relating  to  a  fair  and 
equitable  division  of  salaries  should  be  observed 
in  all  cases  involving  increases  or  reductions  in 
salaries  paid  in  part  from  the  Federal-grant 
funds. 

In  connection  with  the  administration  of  the 
Bankhead-Jones  Act,  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, on  September  11, 1935,  wrote  to  the  directors 
of  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  part  as 
follows : 

Accordingly,  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  in  its  ad- 
ministrative relationships  with  the  experiment  stations, 
will  be  expected  to  scrutinize  closely  all  salaries  and  parts 
of  salaries  paid  from  the  Hatch,  Adams,  Purnell,  and 
Bankhead-Jones  funds,  particularly  those  salaries  paid 
jointly  by  the  station  and  the  college,  to  insure  that  the 
station  work  receives  a  full  measure  of  the  time  and 
energy  of  specialists  assigned  to  it  with  due  regard  to  the 
character,  scope,  and  productiveness  of  the  work  itself  as 
projected.  Expenditures  from  these  funds  for  research 
supplies,  equipment  and  other  facilities,  including  espe- 
cially buildings,  land,  livestock,  and  the  maintenance 
thereof,  likewise  will  be  scrutinized  carefully  to  insure 
that  such  expenditures  are  limited  to  the  legitimate  needs 
of  the  research  programs  of  the  stations. 

No  administrative  officer,  department  head,  or 
other  employee  may  receive  any  part  of  his  salary 
from  the  Federal-grant  funds,  other  than  the 
Hatch  fund,  unless  he  is  actively  working  on  one 
or  more  projects  approved  for  these  funds  and 
then  only  in  proportion  to  the  time  so  devoted. 

Independent  and  branch  stations. — The  Hatch 
Act  (March  2,  1887)  authorizes  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  stations  in  connection  with 
the  colleges  that  were  then  or  might  thereafter 
be  established  under  the  act  of  July  2, 1862  (Treas- 
ury Department  ruling  Jan.  30,  1888),  but  not  of 
independent  and  branch  stations.  The  Federal- 
grant  funds  cannot  be  turned  over  to  an  inde- 
pendent or  branch  station,  to  be  used  and  ac- 
counted for  by  such  station.  The  director  of  the 
agricultural  experiment  station,  established  under 
the  Hatch  Act  in  connection  with  the  college  of 
agriculture,  is  held  responsible  by  the  Department 
for  the  budgeting  and  use  of  and  accounting  for 
the  funds  and  the  planning  and  supervision  of 
research  thereunder.    An  experiment  station  may 
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often  need  to  carry  on  investigations  in  different 
localities  within  the  State  or  Territory,  but  this 
should  be  done  in  a  -way  to  secure  the  thorough 
supervision  of  such  investigations  by  the  officers 
of  the  main  station,  and  arrangements  for  such 
experimental  inquiries  should  not  be  of  so  per- 
manent a  character  as  to  prevent  the  station  from 
shifting  its  Federal-fund  work  from  place  to  place 
as  circumstances  may  require,  nor  involve  the 
expenditure  of  Federal  funds  in  such  amounts 
and  in  such  ways  as  will  weaken  the  work  of 
the  station  as  a  whole.  (Department  of  Agricul- 
ture ruling,  Mar.  10,  1896.)  This  limitation  ap- 
plies also  to  the  other  Federal-grant  funds. 

Buildings  and  land. — No  provision  is  made  in 
the  Hatch  Act  for  the  purchase  or  rental  of  land, 
and  such  use  of  the  funds  provided  by  this  act 
is  held  to  be  contrary  to  its  spirit  and  intent. 

The  annual  total  expenditures  for  the  erection, 
enlargement,  or  repair  of  station  buildings  is  lim- 
ited to  5  percent  of  the  allotment  by  the  Hatch 
Act ;  and  the  annual  total  expenditures  for  the  pur- 
chase and  rental  of  land  and  the  purchase,  erection, 
preservation,  or  repair  of  buildings  to  5  percent 
by  the  Adams  Act,  and  to  10  percent  by  the  Purnell 
Act,  However,  the  acts  extending  the  benefits  of 
these  funds  to  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  provide 
"That  the  Territory  *  *  *  shall  make  provision 
for  such  additional  buildings  and  permanent 
equipment  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  work."  The  Bankhead-Jones  Act 
specifies  no  limitation  of  the  amount  that  may  be 
expended  for  buildings  and  land,  the  provision  of 
the  act  being  "Moneys  appropriated  in  pursuance 
of  this  title  shall  also  be  available  for  the  purchase 
and  rental  of  land  and  the  construction  of  build- 
ings necessary  for  conducting  research  provided 
for  in  this  title,  [and]  for  the  equipment  and 
maintenance  of  such  buildings."  The  amended 
Bankhead-Jones  Act  authorizes  the  acquisition  of 
buildings  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  provisions. 

However,  all  recent  agricultural  appropriation 
acts  have  carried'  a  limitation  to  the  effect  that  no 
part  of  the  funds  made  available  by  the  amended 
Bankhead-Jones  Act  shall  be  used  for  beginning 
construction  of  any  building  costing  in  excess  of 
$15,000. 

Rent  of  college  buildings  and  land. — On  July 
19,  1938,  the  Department  Solicitor's  office  advised 
that,  according  to  the  Hatch  Act,  the  primary 
requirement  the  State  had  to  meet,  to  be  eligible 
for  the  Federal  experiment  station  funds,  was  to 


establish,  under  the  direction  of  the  State  college 
of  agriculture,  "a  Department"  to  be  known  as  an 
"agricultural  experiment  station."  The  meaning 
is  plain  that  the  experiment  station  is  a  department 
of  the  college  maintained  under  its  direction, 
which  is  widely  different  from  the  conception  of 
an  experiment  station  as  a  separate  institution  oc- 
cupying some  of  the  college  buildings  on  suf- 
ferance and,  as  such,  required  to  pay  rent. 

This  opinion  is  held  also  to  apply  to  the  rental 
of  land  owned  by  the  college  or  cooperating  agency 
such  as  a  State  department  of  agriculture. 

Publications. — The  printing  and  distribution  of 
only  such  publications  as  will  record  the  researches 
and  experimental  work  of  the  stations  established 
under  the  Hatch  Act  should  be  paid  for  from  the 
Hatch  fund.  (Department  of  Agriculture  ruling 
Feb.  25,  1909.) 

The  Adams  Act  makes  no  provision  for  the 
printing  and  distribution  of  publications,  and 
charges  for  this  purpose  may  not  be  placed  against 
the  Adams  fund. 

Charges  against  the  Purnell  and  Bankhead- 
Jones  funds  must  be  for  the  publication  of  results 
of  researches  and  experimental  work  supported  by 
these  respective  funds.  Whenever  such  results  are 
published  with  other  material,  as,  for  instance,  in 
the  annual  reports  of  the  stations,  only  a  due  pro- 
portion of  the  cost  of  publication  should  be  charged 
to  the  respective  funds.  State  funds  used  for  pub- 
lishing the  results  of  agricultural  research  are 
acceptable  for  offset  purposes. 

Operation  of  farms  and  large-scale  experi- 
ments.— Expenses  involved  in  the  operation  of 
farms,  orchards,  large-scale  livestock  feeding  and 
grazing  experiments,  or  extensive  field  plots  are 
chargeable  to  the  Federal-grant  funds  only  to  the 
extent  that  they  are  essential  to  carrying  out  pro- 
cedures of  approved  projects.  In  projects  involv- 
ing large  expenditures  for  livestock,  poultry,  feed, 
fertilizers,  bedding,  and  labor  in  routine  opera- 
tions or  maintenance,  such  expenses  should  be  paid 
from  the  Federal-grant  funds  only  to  the  extent 
necessary  to  initiate  the  investigations.  There- 
after, recurring  expenditures  of  this  type  should 
be  met  as  far  as  possible  from  receipts  derived 
from  the  disposal  of  surplus  products  of  the  inves- 
tigations and  the  Federal-grant  funds  should  be 
reserved  primarily  for  payment  of  salaries,  carry- 
ing out  technical  procedures,  recording  the  data, 
and  publishing  the  results.  The  foregoing  prin- 
ciples are  applicable  to  all  large-scale  investiga- 
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tions  that  yield  appreciable  quantities  of  salable 
products. 

Heat,  light,  water,  power,  communication,  and 
janitor  services. — Charges  for  heat,  light,  water, 
power,  communication,  and  janitor  services  must 
be  based  on  the  actual  service  rendered  to  the  ex- 
periment station  when  made  against  the  Hatch 
fund  and,  in  addition,  must  relate  directly  to  ap- 
proved projects  when  made  against  the  other  Fed- 
eral-grant funds.  Charges  against  Federal-grant 
funds  for  the  complete  heating,  lighting,  or  care 
of  a  college  building,  only  a  part  of  which  is  used 
by  the  experiment  station,  cannot  be  approved. 

Insurance  premiums. — The  Solicitor  of  the  De- 
partment has  rendered  the  opinion  that  the  Fed- 
eral-grant funds  may  not  be  used  properly  for 
the  payment  of  insurance  premiums  on  buildings 
and  other  station  property.  If  insurance  is  re- 
quired by  State  law,  the  means  of  providing  it 
should  be  provided  by  the  State. 

The  foregoing  opinion  is  held  to  apply  also  in 
the  case  of  premiums  on  liability  and  accident  in- 
surance on  cars  and  trucks,  employee's  liability  in- 
surance, or  any  other  form  of  insurance. 

Sales  taxes,  including  auto  license  plates. — The 
Comptroller  General,  in  decision  A^16031,  dated 
April  9,  1935,  relative  to  the  Federal  funds  for 
extension  and  experimental  work  of  the  land-grant 
colleges,  stated — 

Obviously  a  diversion  of  part  of  the  funds  into  the 
treasuries  of  the  respective  States  in  the  form  of  taxes  for 
general  support  of  the  State  government  is  not  a  use  of 
the  funds  for  cooperative  work  of  the  agricultural  and 
mechanical  colleges  and  such  diversions  find  no  sanction 
in  the  law.  *  *  *  If  the  tax  was  paid  by  the  wholesaler 
or  some  other  persons  prior  to  the  article  or  supplies  com- 
ing into  possession  of  the  person  from  whom  purchased 
with  the  use  of  such  funds,  the  addition,  if  any,  to  the 
normal  price  of  the  articles  or  supplies  may  not  be  con- 
sidered a  tax  but  it  is  a  part  of  the  price. 

The  Solicitor  of  the  Department  under  date  of 
September  8,  1939,  held  that,  aside  from  the  pur- 
pose of  identification,  the  purchase  of  license  tags 
as  a  prerequisite  to  the  operation  of  motor  ve- 
hicles is  a  requirement  in  the  nature  of  a  tax  on 
the  privilege  of  operating  motor  vehicles.  The 
payment  of  such  a  tax  would  constitute  a  diver- 
sion of  Federal  funds  for  State  purposes,  no  dif- 
ferent in  principle  than  the  payment  of  a  sales 
tax  on  commodity  purchases. 

Federal  taxes. — The  Revenue  Act  of  1943  ex- 
empts from  excise  taxes  purchases  and  other  ex- 
penditures by  the  States,  Territories  of  the  United 


States,  or  political  subdivisions  thereof,  and  the 
sources  of  the  funds  out  of  which  expenditures 
are  made  appear  to  be  immaterial.  Since  Fed- 
eral-grant funds  are  allocated  for  expenditures  by 
the  States  in  accordance  with  approved  programs 
and  projects,  they  are  not  subject  to  Federal  excise 
taxes  and  the  Federal-grant  funds  should  not  be 
used  for  paying  such  taxes.  If,  however,  due  to 
exceptional  or  emergency  conditions  the  station 
should  be  required  to  pay  excise  taxes  on  a  pur- 
chase or  other  expenditure  made  from  a  Federal- 
grant  fund  the  station  may  pay  such  taxes  from 
the  Federal  fund  involved.

(4)  Payment  before  value  is  received. 

(5)  General  maintenance  of  substations. 

(6)  Eent  for  college  buildings  or  land. 

(7)  Premiums  for  insurance  on  buildings  and 

other  station  property. 

(8)  Premiums  for  employees'  liability  insurance. 

(9)  State  sales  taxes. 

(10)  License  plates  for  automobiles  and  trucks. 

(11)  Drivers'  licenses  or  permits. 

(12)  Interest  charges. 

(13)  Repaying  borrowed  money. 

(14)  Temporary  substitution  for  State  funds. 

(15)  State  deposit  guarantee  funds. 

(16)  Bonds  for  custodian  of  Federal-grant  funds. 

(17)  Registration  of  animals. 

(18)  Expenses  incurred  in  applying  for,  acquir- 

ing, and  defending  patents. 

(19)  Membership  fees  in  the  Association  of  Land- 

Grant  Colleges  and  Universities,  or,  as 
such,  in  other  organizations. 

Use  of  Income  From  Sales 

Sales  receipts  derived  as  legitimate  residues  of 
research  supported  by  the  Federal-grant  funds  be- 
long to  the  station  and  are  properly  available  for 
reinvestment  in  experiment  station  work.  Such 
receipts  may  be  accumulated  and  used  for  paying 
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the  necessary  expenses  of  experiment  station  re- 
search or  to  meet  other  needs  of  experiment  station 
work  including  permanent  improvements. 

EXPERIMENT  STATION  ACCOUNTS 

Essential  Requirements 

1.  Federal-grant  fund  expenditures : 

A.  Personal  Services: 

(1)  Vouchers  showing  (a)  individuals  paid, 
(b)  the  amount  due,  (c)  the  amount  of  any 
authorized  deductions,  (d)  the  amount 
paid,  (e)  the  fund  involved,  and  (/)  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Director  or  other  authorized 
representative. 

(2)  Evidence  of  payment  in  the  form  of  a 
receipt  or  canceled  check  for  the  full  amount 
of  salary  or  wages  due  the  employee  for  the 
payroll  period. 

(a)  Where  the  amount  payable  by  the 
check  is  the  full  amount  of  the  salary  or 
wages  due  the  individual  from  the  fund 
drawn  on,  his  endorsement  of  the  check, 
or  that  of  his  legal  agent,  constitutes  an 
adequate  receipt. 

(b)  Where  the  amount  payable  by  the 
check  is  less  than  the  full  amount  of 
salary  or  wages  due  the  individual  be- 
cause of  authorized  deductions,  a  receipt 
by  the  payee  for  the  full  amount  due  is 
necessary.  The  signature  of  the  individ- 
ual on  payroll  vouchers  showing  deduc- 
tions is  an  acceptable  form  of  receipt,  or 
a  special  form  of  receipt  may  be  printed 
on  the  back  of  the  check  above  the  en- 
dorsement such  as :  "I  certify  that  I  have 
received  from  the Agricul- 
tural Experiment  Station  the  amount  of 
this  check,  which,  with  the  deductions  to 
which  I  have  agreed,  constitutes  full  pay- 
ment for  the  amount  due."  If  the  total 
earnings  and  deductions  are  shown  on 
that  portion  of  the  check  which  carries 
the  endorsement,  the  canceled  check  alone 
constitutes  evidence  of  receipt  of  full 
payment. 

B.  All  other  expenditures : 
(1)   Vouchers  showing — 

(a)  Kind  and  cost  of  purchase  or  service 
rendered  and  from  whom  purchased  or 
by  whom  rendered. 


(b)  Brief  statement  of  justification  for 
travel,  and  unusual  items. 

(c)  Certificate  of  receipt  of  goods  or  of 
service  rendered. 

(d)  Approval  for  payment  by  the  sig- 
nature of  the  director  of  the  station,  or 
other  authorized  representative  using  his 
own  signature.  Facsimile  of  director's 
signature  is  unacceptable. 

(e)  The  individual  projects  for  which  ex- 
penditure was  incurred. 

(/)  The  classification  with  reference  to  the 
schedules  prescribed  for  the  annual  finan- 
cial report :  This  is  based  on  the  nature, 
not  the  purpose,  of  expenditures. 

(g)  The  fund  against  which  the  expendi- 
ture is  charged. 

(2)  Evidence  of  payment  in  the  form  of  re- 
ceipts or  canceled  checks.  If  the  canceled 
checks  are  not  attached  to  the  respective 
vouchers,  the  vouchers  should  show  the 
number  or  other  identification  of  the  check 
issued  in  payment  of  the  voucher  in  ques- 
tion. 

(3)  If  the  canceled  checks  are  not  kept  at 
experiment  station  headquarters,  a  duly 
certified  list  showing  the  number  of  each 
check,  the  amount  paid,  and  the  payee,  will 
be  acceptable  as  evidence  of  payment,  pro- 
vided each  voucher  shows  by  number  or 
otherwise  the  check  by  which  it  was  paid. 
It  is  understood,  however,  that  the  original 
vouchers  and  canceled  checks  are  to  be  made 
available  for  examination  if  requested  by 
the  Office  representative. 

(4)  Special  considerations: 

(a)  Prior  issuance  of  checks:  The  proce- 
dure of  issuing  checks  before  the  receipt 
of  goods  or  services  is  illegal. 

(&)  Uncashed  checks:  In  order  that  the 
State  stations  may  close  accounts  after  a 
reasonable  time,  the  following  procedure 
may  be  established  for  handling  uncan- 
celed checks  for  either  services  or  pur- 
chases : 

(1)  For  checks  which  remain  uncashed 
for  1  year  and  11  months  after  the  ap- 
propriation chargeable  has  ceased  to  be 
available,  stop-payment  procedures 
should  be  instituted  with  the  bank. 

(2)  After  the  bank  has  been  instructed 
to  stop  payment  on  all  uncashed  checks 
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applicable  to  the  fiscal  year  appropria- 
tions concerned,  checks  should  be  drawn 
payable  to  the  "Treasurer  of  the  United 
States"  in  the  total  amount  of  the  out- 
standing  checks.    The   check    drawn 
payable  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  and  an  itemized  statement  of 
these  accounts  indicating  the  Federal- 
grant  funds  and  year  involved  should 
be  mailed  to  the  Office  of  Experiment 
Stations. 
(3)  In  the  event  that  a  station  should 
receive  a  certified  invoice  subsequent 
to  a  stop-payment  action  (item  4-B-l 
above),   the   invoice    should   be   for- 
warded to  the  Office  of  Experiment 
Stations  for  action. 
C  Eef unds  and  rebates  after  close  of  accounts : 
When  refunds  and  rebates  are  made  on  trans- 
portation charges   or  purchases  paid   with 
Federal-grant  funds,  after  the  close  of  ac- 
counts, the  station  draws  a  check  payable  to 
the  "Treasurer  of  the  United  States"  in  the 
total  amount  of  such  items.    The  check  and 
an  itemized  statement  of  these  accounts  indi- 
cating the  Federal-grant  fund  and  year  in- 
volved is  then  mailed  to  the  Office  of  Experi- 
ment Stations. 
D.  Compliance  with  offset  requirements  shall 
be    determined    by    one    of    the    following 
methods : 

(1)  Examination  of  individual  vouchers. 

(2)  By  obtaining  a  certified  list  of  vouchers 
for  salaries  and  for  maintenance.  This  list 
need  not  be  by  number  of  voucher,  but  may 
give  individual  names  or  specific  items  of 
expenditures  for  equipment  and  mainte- 
nance. 

Agricultural  Marketing  Act  Offset  Statement 
must  be  furnished  on  a  project  basis.  The 
amount  of  section  204  (h)  funds  expended 
during  the  year  shall  be  offset  by  at  least 
equal  non-Federal  expenditures  made  dur- 
ing the  same  year  and  on  the  same  project. 
2.  State  fund  expenditures  to  meet  Bankhead- 
Jones,  sections  5  and  9,  Offset  requirements : 

A.  Expenditures  must  be  associated  with  agri- 
cultural research  at  the  main  or  branch 
stations  for  both  personal  services  and  main- 
tenance. 

B.  Expenditures  must  be  supported  by  vouchers 
and  evidences  of  payment  similar  to  those 


required  for  expenditures  of  Federal-grant 
funds. 

C.  The  signature  of  the  director  on  offset  vouch- 
ers is  optional,  but  he  has  the  responsibility 
of  providing  satisfactory  evidence  as  to  the 
research  character  of  the  offset  presented. 

D.  Offset  vouchers  are  to  be  identified  as  such, 
or  assembled  in  a  separate  file. 

E.  If  the  system  of  classification  used  for  State- 
fund  expenditures  differs  from  the  system 
prescribed  for  Federal-grant  funds,  estimated 
apportionments  of  these  expenditures  accord- 
ing to  the  Federal  system  should  be  made  for 
the  purposes  of  the  annual  financial  report. 

3.  Examination  of  the  accounts: 

A.  Bepresentatives  of  the  Office  of  Experiment 
Stations  charged  with  the  duty  of  examining 
expenditures  of  the  Federal-grant  funds  are 
expected  to  examine  all  original  vouchers  and 
subvouchers  supporting  the  different  expendi- 
tures, except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

B.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  some  States  have 
passed  laws  that  required  the  original  in- 
voices, vouchers,  and  subvouchers  supporting 
accounts  to  be  filed  elsewhere  than  at  the  ex- 
periment station  headquarters,  it  has  been 
agreed  that,  for  the  purpose  of  ordinary  rou- 
tine examination  of  the  accounts,  certified 
copies  of  the  original  vouchers  and  subvouch- 
ers and  supporting  details,  accompanied  by 
the  canceled  payment  checks  showing  the  in- 
voices covered,  will  be  accepted. 

4.  Annual  financial  report : 

The  experiment  station  treasurer  or  other  officer 
appointed  to  receive  the  Federal-grant  funds  is 
required  to  send  to  the  Office  of  Experiment  Sta- 
tions, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September 
of  each  year,  a  statement  of  the  amounts  re- 
ceived and  of  their  disbursement  on  forms  pre- 
scribed by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The 
annual  financial  report  also  includes  a  state- 
ment of  the  non- Federal  funds  expended  as  off- 
set, the  total  of  non-Federal  funds  available 
and  expended,  and  a  certificate  as  to  the  amount 
earned  as  interest  on  the  deposit  of  the  Federal- 
grant  funds. 

5.  Classification  of  expenditures  of  Federal-grant 
funds: 

The  classification  of  objects  of  expenditures 
complies  with  the  provisions  of  the  Federal- 
grant  acts  and  the  requirements  of  Executive 
Order  No.  8512  of  August  13,  1940,  which  pre- 
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scribes  requirements  with  respect  to  budgetary 
administration  and  financial  reporting,  and 
Treasury  Regulation  No.  1,  as  revised  Septem- 
ber 1953.  It  is  based  upon  the  nature  of  the 
services,  articles,  or  other  items  involved  as 
distinguished  from  the  purpose  for  which  such 
obligations  are  incurred.  Regulation  No.  1  pro- 
vides 16  object  classes,  of  which  classes  01 
through  11  and  15  affect  the  accounting  and  re- 
porting of  the  Federal  funds  of  the  experiment 
stations.  These  object  classes  have  been  divided 
into  the  detailed  classes  or  subclasses  considered 
necessary  for  ascertainment  by  the  Office  of  Ex- 
periment Stations  that  expenditures  are  appro- 
priate under  the  respective  Federal-grant  Acts.

Definition  of  Object  Classes 

01.  Personal  Services:  Includes  salaries  and  wages 

for  services  or  labor  of  individuals,  cost  of 
living  and  quarters  allowances,  and  other 
cash  payments  incident  to  personal  services. 
Covers  commissions,  fees,  etc.,  for  special  and 
miscellaneous  services  rendered  by  consultants 
or  others  employed  on  a  per  diem  or  fee  basis. 

02.  Travel:  Includes  transportation  of  persons, 
their  subsistence  while  in  an  authorized  travel 
status,  and  other  expenses  incident  to  travel. 

03.  Transportation  of  Things:  Includes  those 
charges  for  the  transportation  of  things  (in- 
cluding animals)  which  are  paid  or  to  be  paid 
directly  by  the  station  and  not  by  the  vendor, 
such  as  freight  and  express,  and  drayage  and 
other  local  transportation.  It  includes  con- 
tractual charges  for  the  care  of  such  things 
while  in  process  of  being  transported;  and 
postage  used  in  parcel  post.  Where  an  in- 
voice covers  charges  for  transportation  as  well 
as  articles  purchased,  the  transportation 
charges  may  be  considered  a  part  of  the  pur- 
chase price  for  purposes  of  classification. 

04.  Communication  Services:  Includes  the  trans- 
mission of  messages  from  place  to  place,  such 
as  tolls  for  land  telegraph  service,  marine 
cable  service,  radio  and  wireless  telegraph 
service,  telephone  and  teletype  service ;  letter 
postage ;  rental  of  post  office  boxes ;  and  mes- 
senger service. 

05.  Rents  and  Utility  Services:  Includes  charges 

for  possession  and  use  of  land,  structures,  or 
equipment  owned  by  another,  the  possession 
of  which  is  to  be  relinquished  at  a  future  time. 
This  also  includes  charges  under  purchase 
rental  agreements.  Under  such  agreements, 
until  the  title  to  the  equipment  is  acquired, 
payments  should  be  classified  as  rentals.  Pay- 
ments subsequent  to  the  acquisition  of  title 
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should  be  classified  as  equipment.  It  also 
includes  charges  for  heat,  light,  power,  water, 
gas,  electricity,  and  other  utility  services  ex- 
clusive of  transportation  and  communication 
services. 

06.  Printing  and  Reproduction :  Includes  all  con- 

tractual services  for  the  printing,  binding,  and 
reproduction  of  books,  pamphlets,  documents, 
and  other  publication,  such  as  lithographing, 
multigraphing,  mimeographing,  photostating, 
blueprinting,  and  photography. 

07.  Other  Contractual  Services : 2  Includes  all  con- 
tractual services  not  otherwise  classified.  Re- 
pairs and  alterations  to  equipment  such  as  au- 
tomobiles, tractors,  typewriters,  etc.;  storage 
and  maintenance  of  automobiles  (except  in 
connection  with  travel) ;  stenographic  report- 
ing and  typewriting,  and  other  special  and 
miscellaneous  services  done  by  contract  (071) ; 
and  repairs  and  alterations  to  buildings  when 
done  by  contract,  which  do  not  add  materially 
to  the  value  of  the  property  (072). 

08.  Supplies  and  Materials :  Includes  all  commod- 

ities (a)  which  are  ordinarily  consumed  or 
expended  within  one  year  after  they  are  put 
into  use,  or  (b)  which  are  converted  in  the 
process  of  construction  or  manufacture,  or 
(c)  which  are  used  to  form  a  minor  part  of 
equipment  or  fixed  property.  Office  supplies 
(other  than  nonstandard  forms  and  letter- 
heads) ;  small  laboratory  animals ;  subscrip- 
tions to  periodicals;  chemicals;  fuels;  cloth- 
ing and  clothing  supplies ;  cleaning  and  toilet 
supplies;  materials  and  parts;  and  property 
of  little  monetary  value. 


2  Contractual  services  are  interpreted  to  mean  those  per- 
formed by  a  firm  or  individual  not  in  the  employ  of  the 
station,  who  agrees  to  perform  a  certain  job  or  service 
for  a  stated  price  which  would  include  the  cost  of  any 
materials  necessary  to  do  the  job.  The  distinction  may 
be  clarified  by  examples.  If  the  station  buys  supplies 
and  materials  from  a  dealer  or  other  supplier  for  use  in 
the  construction,  repair,  or  alteration  of  buildings  and 
employs  labor  to  do  the  work,  the  supplies  and  materials 
would  be  classified  as  081  and  the  labor  as  012.  If,  how- 
ever, the  obligation  is  essentially  that  of  a  service  per- 
formed by  a  contractor  who  furnishes  labor  and  materials 
as  a  part  of  his  charge,  and  tbe  repairs  or  alterations  do 
not  add  materially  to  the  value  of  the  property,  the 
classification  072  would  apply.  If  additions  and  altera- 
tions materially  adding  to  the  original  value  of  the  build- 
ing were  secured  under  a  similar  contractual  arrangement, 
the  correct  classification  would  be  103. 


09.  Equipment :  Includes  property  of  a  more  or 

less  durable  nature — that  is,  which  may  be 
expected  to  have  a  period  of  service  of  a  year 
or  more  after  being  put  into  use  without  ma- 
terial impairment  of  the  physical  condition. 
Comprises  transportation  equipment,  such  as 
automobiles,  trucks,  and  wagons;  furniture, 
furnishings,  and  fixtures;  books;  livestock 
(other  than  that  purchased  for  slaughter)  ; 
implements  and  tools;  and  machinery  and 
apparatus. 

10.  Lands  and  Structures :  Includes  acquisition  of 

land,  acquisition  or  construction  of  buildings 
and  structures,  and  additions  thereto,  when 
acquired  under  contract;  nonstructural  im- 
provements of  land,  such  as  fences  and  wells, 
when  acquired  under  contract;  and  fixed 
equipment,  such  as  air-conditioning  or  refrig- 
erating systems  (whether  an  addition  or  a 
replacement)  when  acquired  under  contract. 

11.  Contributions  to  Retirement :  Employer  con- 
tributions to  the  retirement  of  employees  as 
provided  for  by  the  Act  of  Congress  approved 
March  4,  1940,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  aid  the 
States  and  Territories  in  making  provisions 
for  the  retirement  of  employees  of  the  land- 
grant  colleges." 

15.  Taxes  and  Assessments :  Includes  the  amounts 
of  taxes,  employer's  contributions  to  Social 
Security,  and  special  assessments  imposed  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  where  the  Fed- 
eral Government  has  consented  to  taxation. 
Federal-grant  funds  are  not  generally  subject 
to  Federal  taxes  including  gasoline  tax.  If, 
however,  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  should 
call  for  payment  of  taxes  on  such  expenditures 
made  on  Federal-grant  funds,  that  are  men- 
tioned in  the  Revenue  Act  of  1943  as  not 
exempt  (namely,  telephone  toll  calls,  tele- 
graphic cables,  transportation  of  persons  and 
property,  etc.),  the  stations  may  pay  such 
taxes  from  the  fund  involved  in  the  individ- 
ual case,  and  his  classification  would  apply. 

Classification  of  Items  of  Expenditure 

Although  the  classification  of  all  items  of  ex- 
penditure is  determined  by  the  nature  of  the 
services,  articles,  or  other  item  involved,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  purposes  for  which  the  ob- 
ligations were  incurred,  the  following  indicates 
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the  object  classes  ordinarily  appropriate  for  the 
items  listed:

Act  of  1862  Donating  Lands  for  Colleges 
of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts 

[First  Morrill  Act] 

AN  ACT  Donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and 
Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit 
of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  there  be  granted  to  the 
several  States,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, an  amount  of  public  land,  to  be  apportioned 
to  each  State  a  quantity  equal  to  thirty  thousand 
acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  in  Con- 
gress to  which  the  States  are  respectively  entitled 
by  the  apportionment  under  the  census  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty;  Provided,  That  no  mineral 
lands  shall  be  selected  or  purchased  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land 
aforesaid,  after  being  surveyed,  shall  be  appor- 
tioned to  the  several  States  in  sections  or  subdi- 
visions of  sections,  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  a 
section ;  and  whenever  there  are  public  lands  in  a 
State  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at  one  dollar 
and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre,  the  quantity  to 
which  said  State  shall  be  entitled  shall  be  selected 
from  such  lands  within  the  limits  of  such  State, 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  directed 


to  issue  to  each  of  the  States  in  which  there  is  not 
the  quantity  of  public  lands  subject  to  sale  at  pri- 
vate entry  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per 
acre,  to  which  said  State  may  be  entitled  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  land  scrip  to  the  amount  in 
acres  for  the  deficiency  of  its  distributive  share: 
said  scrip  to  be  sold  by  said  States  and  the  proceeds 
thereof  applied  to  the  uses  and  purposes  prescribed 
in  this  act,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  what- 
soever :  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  any  State 
to  which  land  scrip  may  thus  be  issued  be  allowed 
to  locate  the  same  within  the  limits  of  any  other 
State,  or  of  any  Territory  of  the  United  States, 
but  their  assignees  may  thus  locate  said  land  scrip 
upon  any  of  the  unappropriated  lands  of  the 
United  States  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry  at 
one  dollar  and  twenty -five  cents,  or  less,  per  acre : 
And  provided,  further,  That  not  more  than  one 
million  acres  shall  be  located  by  such  assignees  in 
any  one  of  the  States :  And  provided,  further,  That 
no  such  location  shall  be  made  before  one  year 
from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  ex- 
penses of  management,  superintendence,  and  taxes 
from  date  of  selection  of  said  lands,  previous  to 
their  sales,  and  all  expenses  incurred  in  the  man- 
agement and  disbursement  of  the  moneys  which 
may  be  received  therefrom,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
States  to  which  they  may  belong,  out  of  the  treas- 
ury of  said  States,  so  that  the  entire  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  said  lands  shall  be  applied  without  any 
diminution  whatever  to  the  purposes  hereinafter 
mentioned. 

Sec.  4  [original].  And  be  it  further  enacted, 
That  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  lands 
aforesaid  by  the  States  to  which  the  lands  are 
apportioned,  and  from  the  sales  of  land  scrip  here- 
inbefore provided  for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other 
safe  stocks,  yielding  not  less  than  five  per  centum 
upon  the  par  value  of  said  stocks;  and  that  the 
moneys  so  invested  shall  constitute  a  perpetual 
fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain  forever 
undiminished,  (except  so  far  as  may  be  provided 
in  section  fifth  of  this  act,)  and  the  interest  of 
which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated,  by  each 
State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this 
act,  to  the  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance 
of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading  object 
shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and 
classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to 
teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to 
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agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner 
as  the  legislatures  of  the  States  may  respectively 
prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  prac- 
tical education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the 
several  pursuits  and  professions  in  life. 

Sec.  4  [as  amended  March  3,  1883].  That  all 
moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands  aforesaid 
by  the  States  to  which  lands  are  apportioned,  and 
from  the  sales  of  lands  scrip  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for,  shall  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United 
States  or  of  the  States,  or  some  other  safe  stocks ; 
or  the  same  may  be  invested  by  the  States  having 
no  State  stocks,  in  any  other  manner  after  the 
legislatures  of  such  States  shall  have  assented 
thereto,  and  engaged  that  such  funds  shall  yield 
not  less  than  five  per  centum  upon  the  amount  so 
invested  and  that  the  principal  thereof  shall  for- 
ever remain  unimpaired :  Provided,  That  the 
moneys  so  invested  or  loaned  shall  constitute  a 
perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain 
forever  undiminished  (except  so  far  as  may  be 
provided  in  section  five  of  this  act) ,  and  the  inter- 
est of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated,  by 
each  State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of 
this  act,  to  the  endowment,  support,  and  main- 
tenance of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading 
objects  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific 
and  classical  studies,  and  including  military  tac- 
tics, to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  re- 
lated to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such 
manner  as  the  legislatures  of  the  States  may  re- 
spectively prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  lib- 
eral and  practical  education  of  the  industrial 
classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  in 
life. 

Sec.  4  [as  amended  April  13,  1926].  That  all 
moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands  aforesaid 
by  the  States  to  which  lands  are  apportioned  and 
from  the  sales  of  land  scrip  hereinbefore  provided 
for  shall  be  invested  in  bonds  of  the  United  States 
or  of  the  States  or  some  other  safe  bonds ;  or  the 
same  may  be  invested  by  the  States  having  no 
State  bonds  in  any  manner  after  the  legislatures  of 
such  States  shall  have  assented  thereto  and  en- 
gaged that  such  funds  shall  yield  a  fair  and  reason- 
able rate  of  return,  to  be  fixed  by  the  State  legis- 
latures, and  that  the  principal  thereof  shall  for- 
ever remain  unimpaired:  Provided,  That  the 
moneys  so  invested  or  loaned  shall  constitute  a 
perpetual  fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  remain 
forever  undiminished  (except  so  far  as  may  be 
provided  in  section  5  of  this  Act) ,  and  the  interest 


of  which  shall  be  inviolably  appropriated,  by  each 
State  which  may  take  and  claim  the  benefit  of  this 
Act,  to  the  endowment,  support,  and  maintenance 
of  at  least  one  college  where  the  leading  object 
shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and 
classical  studies  and  including  military  tactics,  to 
teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner 
as  the  legislatures  of  the  States  may  respectively 
prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  prac- 
tical education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  sev- 
eral pursuits  and  professions  in  life. 

Sec.  5.  And  oe  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
grant  of  land  and  land  scrip  hereby  authorized 
shall  be  made  on  the  following  conditions,  to 
which,  as  well  as  to  the  provisions  hereinbefore 
contained,  the  previous  assent  of  the  several  States 
shall  be  signified  by  legislative  acts : 

First.  If  any  portion  of  the  fund  invested,  as 
provided  by  the  foregoing  section,  or  any  portion 
of  the  interest  thereon,  shall,  by  any  action  or  con- 
tingency, be  diminished  or  lost,  it  shall  be  replaced 
by  the  State  to  which  it  belongs,  so  that  the  capital 
of  the  fund  shall  remain  forever  undiminished; 
and  the  annual  interest  shall  be  regularly  applied 
without  diminution  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in 
the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  except  that  a  sum, 
not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  upon  the  amount 
received  by  any  State  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  may  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  lands  for 
sites  or  experimental  farms,  whenever  authorized 
by  the  respective  legislatures  of  said  States. 

Second.  No  portion  of  said  fund,  nor  the  inter- 
est thereon,  shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly, 
under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase, 
erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building 
or  buildings. 

Third.  Any  State  which  may  take  and  claim 
the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  pro- 
vide, within  five  years,  at  least  not  less  than  one 
college,  as  described  in  the  fourth  section  of  this 
act,  or  the  grant  to  such  State  shall  cease;  and 
said  State  shall  be  bound  to  pay  the  United  States 
the  amount  received  of  any  lands  previously  sold, 
and  that  the  title  to  purchasers  under  the  State 
shall  be  valid. 

Fourth.  An  annual  report  shall  be  made  regard- 
ing the  progress  of  each  college,  recording  any  im- 
provements and  experiments  made,  with  their  cost 
and  results,  and  such  other  matters,  including 
State  industrial  and  economical  statistics,  as  may 
be  supposed  useful;  one  copy  of  which  shall  be 
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transmitted  by  mail  free,  by  each,  to  all  the  other 
colleges  which  may  be  endowed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  and  also  one  copy  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior. 

Fifth.  When  lands  shall  be  selected  from  those 
which  have  been  raised  to  double  the  minimum 
price,  in  consequence  of  railroad  grants,  they  shall 
be  computed  to  the  States  at  the  maximum  price, 
and  the  number  of  acres  proportionately  dimin- 
ished. 

Sixth.  No  State  while  in  a  condition  of  rebellion 
or  insurrection  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this 
act. 

Seventh.  No  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  bene- 
fits of  this  act  unless  it  shall  express  its  acceptance 
thereof  by  its  legislature  within  two  years  from 
the  date  of  its  approval  by  the  President. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  land 
scrip  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
not  be  subject  to  location  until  after  the  first  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-three. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land 
officers  shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  locating  land 
scrip  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  is 
now  allowed  for  the  location  of  military  bounty 
land  warrants  under  existing  laws;  Provided, 
That  their  maximum  compensation  shall  not  be 
thereby  increased. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  gov- 
ernors of  the  several  States  to  which  scrip  shall  be 
issued  under  this  act  shall  be  required  to  report 
annually  to  Congress  all  sales  made  of  such  scrip 
until  the  whole  shall  be  disposed  of,  the  amount 
received  for  the  same,  and  what  appropriation 
has  been  made  of  the  proceeds.

Act  of  1866  Extending  the  Time  Within 
Which  Land-Grant  Colleges  May  Be  Es- 
tablished 

[Amendment  of  First  Morrill  Act] 

AN  ACT  To  amend  the  fifth  section  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and 
Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the  benefit  of 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,"  approved  July  2, 
1862,  so  as  to  extend  the  time  within  which  the  pro- 
visions of  said  act  shall  be  accepted  and  such  colleges 
established. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  the  time  in  which  the  several 
States  may  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  July  two,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  en- 
titled "An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the  several 
States  and  Territories  which  may  provide  colleges 
for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic 
arts,"  is  hereby  extended  so  that  the  acceptance  of 
the  benefits  of  the  said  act  may  be  expressed  within 
three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  the 
colleges  required  by  the  said  act  may  be  provided 
within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  such 
acceptance  with  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office :  Provided,  That  when  any  Territory 
shall  become  a  State  and  be  admitted  into  the 
Union,  such  new  State  shall  be  entitled  to  the  bene- 
fits of  the  said  act  of  July  two,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  by  expressing  the  acceptance 
therein  required  within  three  years  from  the  date 
of  its  admission  into  the  Union,  and  providing 
the  college  or  colleges  within  five  years  after  such 
acceptance,  as  prescribed  in  this  act :  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  any  State  which  has  heretofore  ex- 
pressed its  acceptance  of  the  act  herein  referred 
to  shall  have  the  period  of  five  years  within  which 
to  provide  at  least  one  college,  as  described  in  the 
fourth  section  of  said  act,  after  the  time  for  pro- 
viding said  college,  according  to  the  act  of  July 
two,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  shall  have 
expired.

Act  of  1890  for  the  Further  Endowment  of 
Land-Grant  Colleges 

[Second  Morrill  Act] 

AN  ACT  To  apply  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  public 
lands  to  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support 
of  the  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts  established  under  the  provisions  of 
an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby 
is,  annually  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  arising  from 
the  sales  of  public  lands,  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter 
provided,  to  each  State  and  Territory  for  the  more 
complete  endowment  and  maintenance  of  colleges 
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for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts 
now  established,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  es- 
tablished, in  accordance  with  an  act  of  Congress 
approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for  the 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  and  an  annual  increase  of  the  amount  of 
such  appropriation  thereafter  for  ten  years  by  an 
additional  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  over  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  annual  amount  to  be  paid 
thereafter  to  each  State  and  Territory  shall  be 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  to  be  applied  only  to 
instruction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  the 
English  language  and  the  various  branches  of 
mathematical,  physical,  natural  and  economical 
science,  with  special  reference  to  their  applications 
in  the  industries  of  life,  and  to  the  facilities  for 
such  instruction:  Provided,  That  no  money  shall 
be  paid  out  under  this  act  to  any  State  or  Territory 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  college  where 
a  distinction  of  race  or  color  is  made  in  the  ad- 
mission of  students,  but  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  such  colleges  separately  for  white 
and  colored  students  shall  be  held  to  be  a  compli- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  act  if  the  funds 
received  in  such  State  or  Territory  be  equitably 
divided  as  hereinafter  set  forth:  Provided,  That 
in  any  State  in  which  there  has  been  one  college 
established  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  July  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  also  in  which 
an  educational  institution  of  like  character  has 
been  established,  or  may  be  hereafter  established, 
and  is  now  aided  by  such  State  from  its  own  reve- 
nue, for  the  education  of  colored  students  in  agri- 
culture and  the  mechanic  arts,  however  named  or 
styled,  or  whether  or  not  it  has  received  money 
heretofore  under  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an 
amendment,  the  legislature  of  such  State  may  pro- 
pose and  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  a 
just  and  equitable  division  of  the  fund  to  be  re- 
ceived under  this  act  between  one  college  for  white 
students  and  one  institution  for  colored  students 
established  as  aforesaid,  which  shall  be  divided 
into  two  parts  and  paid  accordingly,  and  there- 
upon such  institution  for  colored  students  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  and  subject  to 
its  provisions,  as  much  as  it  would  have  been  if  it 
had  been  included  under  the  act  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two,  and  the  fulfillment  of  the  fore- 
going provisions  shall  be  taken  as  a  compliance 


with  the  provision  in  reference  to  separate  colleges 
for  white  and  colored  students. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  States  and  Territories  for  the  further  endow- 
ment and  support  of  colleges  shall  be  annually  paid 
on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  July  of  each 
year,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  out  of 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  to  the  State  or 
Territorial  treasurer,  or  to  such  other  officer  as 
shall  be  designated  by  the  laws  of  such  State  or 
Territory  to  receive  the  same,  who  shall,  upon  the 
order  of  the  trustees  of  the  college,  or  the  institu- 
tion for  colored  students,  immediately  pay  over 
said  sums  to  the  treasurers  of  the  respective  col- 
leges or  other  institutions  entitled  to  receive  the 
same,  and  such  treasurers  shall  be  required  to  re- 
port to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  September  of  each  year,  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  amount  so  received  and  of  its  disburse- 
ment. The  grants  of  moneys  authorized  by  this 
act  are  made  subject  to  the  legislative  assent  of  the 
several  States  and  Territories  to  the  purpose  of 
said  grants :  Provided,  That  payments  of  such  in- 
stallments of  the  appropriation  herein  made  as 
shall  become  due  to  any  State  before  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  regular  session  of  legislature  meeting 
next  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  made 
upon  the  assent  of  the  governor  thereof,  duly  certi- 
fied to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  re- 
ceived by  the  designated  officer  of  the  State  or 
Territory  for  the  further  and  more  complete  en- 
dowment, support,  and  maintenance  of  colleges, 
or  of  institutions  for  colored  students,  as  provided 
in  this  act,  shall,  by  any  action  or  contingency,  be 
diminished  or  lost,  or  be  misapplied,  it  shall  be 
replaced  by  the  State  or  Territory  to  which  it 
belongs,  and  until  so  replaced  no  subsequent  ap- 
propriation shall  be  apportioned  or  paid  to  such 
State  or  Territory ;  and  no  portion  of  said  moneys 
shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any 
pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection, 
preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building  or  build- 
ings. An  annual  report  by  the  president  of  each 
of  said  colleges  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  as  well  as  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  regarding  the  condition  and  progress  of 
each  college,  including  statistical  information  in 
relation  to  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  its  li- 
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brary,  the  number  of  its  students  and  professors, 
and  also  as  to  any  improvements  and  experiments 
made  under  the  direction  of  any  experiment  sta- 
tions attached  to  said  colleges,  with  their  cost  and 
results,  and  such  other  industrial  and  economical 
statistics  as  may  be  regarded  as  useful,  one  copy 
of  which  shall  be  transmitted  by  mail  free  to  all 
other  colleges  further  endowed  under  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in 
each  year,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  shall  ascertain  and  certify  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  to  each  State  and 
Territory  whether  it  is  entitled  to  receive  its  share 
of  the  annual  appropriation  for  colleges,  or  of 
institutions  for  colored  students,  under  this  act, 
and  the  amount  which  thereupon  each  is  entitled, 
respectively,  to  receive.  If  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior  shall  withhold  a  certificate  from  any 
State  or  Territory  of  its  appropriation  the  facts 
and  reasons  therefor  shall  be  reported  to  the  Pres- 
ident, and  the  amount  involved  shall  be  kept  sepa- 
rate in  the  Treasury  until  the  close  of  the  next 
Congress,  in  order  that  the  State  or  Territory  may, 
if  it  should  so  desire,  appeal  to  Congress  from  the 
determination  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 
If  the  next  Congress  shall  not  direct  such  sum  to 
be  paid  it  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury.  And 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  hereby  charged 
with  the  proper  administration  of  this  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall 
annually  report  to  Congress  the  disbursements 
which  have  been  made  in  all  the  States  and  Ter- 
ritories, and  also  whether  the  appropriation  of 
any  State  or  Territory  has  been  withheld,  and  if 
so,  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  Congress  may  at  any  time  amend,  sus- 
pend, or  repeal  any  or  all  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act.

Source  of  Funds 

Extract  from  an  act  providing  for  free  homesteads  on 
the  public  lands 

In  the  event  that  the  proceeds  of  the  annual  sales 
of  the  public  lands  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  meet 
the  payments  heretofore  provided  for  agricultural 
colleges  and  experimental  stations  by  an  Act  of 
Congress,  approved  August  30, 1890  [26  Stat.  417], 
for  the  more  complete  endowment  and  support  of 
the  colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  me- 
chanic arts,  established  under  the  provisions  of 


an  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  2, 1862  [12  Stat. 
503],  such  deficiency  shall  be  paid  by  the  United 
States. 
Approved  May  17, 1900  (31  Stat.  179) . 

Nelson  Amendment  Further  Endowing  the 

Land-Grant  Colleges 

Extract  from  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1908 

That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  annually 
appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  as  herein- 
after provided,  to  each  State  and  Territory  for  the 
more  complete  endowment  and  maintenance  of 
agricultural  colleges  now  established,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  established,  in  accordance  with 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  July  second,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  addition 
to  the  sums  named  in  the  said  act,  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eight,  and  an  annual  increase  of  the  amount  of 
such  appropriation  thereafter  for  four  years  by  an 
additional  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  over  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  annual  sum  to  be  paid 
thereafter  to  each  State  and  Territory  shall  be 
fifty  thousand  dollars  to  be  applied  only  for  the 
purposes  of  the  agricultural  colleges  as  defined 
and  limited  in  the  act  of  Congress  approved  July 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  August  thirtieth,  eight- 
een hundred  and  ninety. 

That  the  sum  hereby  appropriated  to  the  States 
and  Territories  for  the  further  endowment  and 
support  of  the  colleges  shall  be  paid  by,  to,  and 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  Congress 
approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  entitled  "An  act  to  apply  a  portion  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  public  lands  to  the  more  complete 
endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges  for  the 
benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Congress 
approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two"  and  the  expenditure  of  the  said  money 
shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  provisions 
of  the  said  Act  of  Congress  approved  July  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  said  Act 
of  Congress  approved  August  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety :  Provided,  That  said  colleges 
may  use  a  portion  of  this  money  for  providing

courses  for  the  special  preparation  of  instructors 
for  teaching  the  elements  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts. 
Approved  March  4,  1907  (34  Stat.  1281). 

Grant  of  Lands  to  Alaska  for  Educational 
and  Other  Purposes 

AN  ACT  To  reserve  lands  to  the  Territory  of  Alaska  for 
educational  uses,  and  for  other  purposes 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  when  the  public  lands 
of  the  Territory  of  Alaska  are  surveyed,  under 
direction  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
sections  numbered  sixteen  and  thirty-six  in  each 
township  in  said  Territory  shall  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  reserved  from  sale  or  settlement  for  the 
support  of  common  schools  in  the  Territory  of 
Alaska ;  and  section  thirty-three  in  each  township 
in  the  Tanana  Valley  between  parallels  sixty-four 
and  sixty-five  north  latitude  and  between  the  one 
hundred  and  forty-fifth  and  the  one  hundred  and 
fifty-second  degrees  of  west  longitude  (meridian 
of  Greenwich)  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
reserved  from  sale  or  settlement  for  the  support 
of  a  Territorial  agricultural  college  and  school  of 
mines  when  established  by  the  Legislature  of 
Alaska  upon  the  tract  granted  in  section  two  of 
this  act :  Provided,  That  where  settlement  with  a 
view  to  homestead  entry  has  been  made  upon  any 
part  of  the  sections  reserved  hereby  before  the 
survey  thereof  in  the  field,  or  where  the  same  may 
have  been  sold  or  otherwise  appropriated  by  or 
under  the  authority  of  any  Act  of  Congress,  or  are 
wanting  or  fractional  in  quantity,  other  lands  may 
be  designated  and  reserved  in  lieu  thereof  in  the 
manner  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress  of  Feb- 
ruary twenty- eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one  (Twenty-sixth  Statutes,  page  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-one)  :  Provided  further,  That 
the  Territory  may,  by  general  law,  provide  for 
leasing  said  land  in  area  not  to  exceed  one  section 
to  any  one  person,  association,  or  corporation  for 
not  longer  than  ten  years  at  any  one  time:  And 
provided  further,  That  if  any  of  said  sections,  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  be  of  known  mineral 
character  at  the  date  of  acceptance  of  survey  there- 
of, the  reservation  herein  made  shall  not  be  effec- 
tive or  applicable,  but  the  entire  proceeds  or  in- 
come derived  by  the  United  States  from  such  sec- 
tions sixteen  and  thirty-six  and  such  section  thirty- 


three  in  each  township  in  the  Tanana  Valley  area 
hereinbefore  described,  and  the  minerals  therein, 
together  with  the  entire  proceeds  or  income  derived 
from  said  reserved  lands,  are  hereby  appropriated 
and  set  apart  as  separate  and  permanent  funds 
in  the  Territorial  treasury,  to  be  invested  and  the 
income  from  which  shall  be  expended  only  for  the 
exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  the  public  schools  of 
Alaska  or  of  the  agricultural  college  and  school  of 
mines,  respectively,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legis- 
lature of  Alaska  may  by  law  direct. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  numbered  six,  in  township 
numbered  one  south  of  the  Fairbanks  base  line  and 
range  numbered  one  west  of  the  Fairbanks  merid- 
ian; section  numbered  thirty-one,  in  township 
numbered  one  north  of  the  Fairbanks  base  line  and 
range  numbered  one  west  of  the  Fairbanks  merid- 
ian ;  section  numbered  one,  in  township  numbered 
one  south  of  the  Fairbanks  base  line  and  range 
numbered  two  west  of  the  Fairbanks  meridian; 
and  section  numbered  thirty-six,  in  township  num- 
bered one  north  of  the  Fairbanks  base  line  and 
range  numbered  two  west  of  the  Fairbanks  merid- 
ian, be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  granted  to  the 
Territory  of  Alaska,  but  with  the  express  condi- 
tion that  they  shall  be  forever  reserved  and  ded- 
icated to  use  as  a  site  for  an  agricultural  college 
and  school  of  mines :  Provided,  That  nothing  in 
this  Act  shall  be  held  to  interfere  with  or  destroy 
any  legal  claim  of  any  person  or  corporation  to 
any  part  of  said  lands  under  the  homestead  or 
other  law  for  the  disposal  of  the  public  lands  ac- 
quired prior  to  the  approval  of  this  Act :  Provided 
further,  That  so  much  of  the  said  land  as  is  now 
used  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  as 
an  agricultural  experiment  station  may  continue 
to  be  used  for  such  purpose  until  abandoned  for 
that  use  by  an  order  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  or  by  Act  of  Congress. 

Approved  March  4, 1915  (38  Stat.  1214) . 

AN  ACT  Making  an  additional  grant  of  lands  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  Agricultural  College 
and  School  of  Mines  of  the  Territory  of  Alaska,  and  for 
other  purposes 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  in  addition  to  the  pro- 
vision made  by  the  Act  of  Congress  approved 
March  4,  1915  (Thirty-eighth  Statutes  at  Large, 
page  1214),  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Agri- 
cultural College  and  School  of  Mines,  there  is 
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hereby  granted  to  the  Territory  of  Alaska,  for  the 
exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  the  Agricultural  Col- 
lege and  School  of  Mines,  one  hundred  thousand 
acres  of  vacant  nonmineral  surveyed  unreserved 
public  lands  in  the  Territory  of  Alaska,  to  be  se- 
lected, under  the  direction  and  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  by  the  Ter- 
ritory, and  subject  to  the  following  conditions  and 
limitations : 

Sec.  2.  That  the  college  and  school  provided 
for  in  this  Act  shall  forever  remain  under  the 
exclusive  control  of  the  said  Territory,  and  no  part 
of  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  or  disposal 
of  any  lands  granted  herein  shall  be  used  for  the 
support  of  any  sectarian  or  denominational  college 
or  school. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  is  hereby  declared  that  all  lands 
hereby  granted  to  said  Territory  are  hereby  ex- 
pressly transferred  and  confirmed  to  the  said  Ter- 
ritory and  shall  be  by  the  said  Territory  held  in 
trust,  to  be  disposed  of,  in  whole  or  in  part,  only 
in  the  manner  herein  provided  and  for  the  objects 
specified  in  the  granting  provisions,  and  that  the 
natural  products  and  money  proceeds  of  any  of 
said  lands  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  trusts  as  the 
lands  producing  the  same.  Disposition  of  any  of 
said  lands  or  of  any  money  or  thing  of  value  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  derived  therefrom  for  any 
object  other  than  that  for  which  such  particular 
lands  or  the  lands  from  which  such  money  or  thing 
of  value  shall  have  been  derived  or  granted  or  in 
any  manner  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  trust. 

Sec.  4.  That  no  mortgage  or  other  encumbrance 
of  said  lands  shall  be  valid  in  favor  of  any  person 
for  any  purpose  or  under  any  circumstances  what- 
soever. Said  lands  shall  not  be  sold  nor  leased, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  except  to  the  highest  bidder 
at  public  auction,  notice  of  which  public  auction 
shall  first  have  been  duly  given  by  advertisement, 
which  shall  set  forth  the  nature,  time,  and  place  of 
the  transaction  to  be  had,  with  full  description  of 
the  lands  to  be  offered,  published  once  each  week 
for  not  less  than  ten  successive  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  published  regularly 
at  the  capital  and  in  a  newspaper  of  like  circula- 
tion which  shall  then  be  regularly  published  near- 
est to  the  location  of  the  lands  so  offered ;  nor  shall 
any  sale  or  contract  for  the  sale  of  any  timber  or 
other  natural  product  of  such  lands  be  made,  save 
at  the  place,  in  the  manner,  and  after  the  notice 


thus  provided  for  sales  and  leases  of  the  lands 
themselves:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  prevent  said  Territory  from  leasing 
any  of  said  lands  referred  to  in  this  section  for  a 
term  of  five  years  or  less  without  such  advertise- 
ment herein  required. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  lands,  leasehold,  timber,  and 
other  products  of  the  land  before  being  offered 
shall  be  appraised  at  their  true  value,  and  no  sale 
or  other  disposal  thereof  shall  be  made  for  a  con- 
sideration less  than  the  value  so  ascertained,  nor, 
in  case  of  the  sale  of  the  land,  less  than  a  minimum 
price  of  $5  per  acre;  nor  upon  credit  unless  ac- 
companied by  ample  security,  and  the  legal  title 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  passed  until  the  con- 
sideration shall  have  been  paid. 

Sec.  6.  That  a  fund  shall  be  established  in  the 
Territorial  treasury  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
this  Act,  and  whenever  any  money  shall  be  in  any 
manner  derived  from  any  of  the  land  granted 
same  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Territorial  treasury 
in  the  fund.  The  Territorial  treasurer  shall  keep 
all  such  money  invested  in  safe  interest-bearing 
securities,  which  securities  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Governor  and  the  secretary  of  state  of  the 
Territory,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  under  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond  or  bonds  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in  regard  there- 
to, as  defined  by  this  Act  and  the  laws  of  the 
Territory  not  in  conflict  herewith.  The  income 
from  said  fund  may  and  shall  be  used  exclusively 
for  the  purposes  of  such  Agricultural  College  and 
School  of  Mines:  Provided,  That  no  portion  of 
said  income  shall  be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly, 
under  any  pretense  whatever,  to  the  purchase, 
erection,  preservation,  or  repair  of  any  building 
or  buildings. 

Sec.  7.  That  every  sale,  lease,  conveyance,  or 
contract  of  or  concerning  any  of  the  lands  hereby 
granted  or  confirmed  or  the  use  thereof  of  the 
natural  products  thereof,  not  made  in  substantial 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall 
be  null  and  void.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  to  prosecute 
in  the  name  of  the  United  States  and  in  its  courts 
such  proceedings  at  law  or  in  equity  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary  and  appropriate  to  en- 
force the  provisions  hereof  relative  to  the  appli- 
cation and  disposition  of  the  said  lands  and  the 
products  thereof  and  the  funds  derived  therefrom.

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Transfer  of  Fairbanks  and  Matanuska  Sta- 
tions to  the  Alaska  Agricultural  College 
and  School  of  Mines 

Extract  from  an  act  making  appropriations  for  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1932 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to 
turn  over  to  the  Agricultural  College  and  School 
of  Mines  of  Alaska  the  tract  of  land  and  buildings 
near  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  now  occupied  and  used  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  as  an  experiment 
station,  together  with  such  equipment  at  the  sta- 
tion as  is  not  needed  at  the  other  agricultural 
stations  maintained  in  Alaska  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  (46  Stat.  1245) . 

(See  also  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  the  president  of  the  Alaska  Agricultural  Col- 
lege and  School  of  Mines,  of  March  13, 1931.) 

Extract  from  an  order  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
of  July  7,  1932,  transferring  the  Matanuska  Station 

In  accordance  with  authority  vested  in  me  by 
the  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  7,  1932  [An 
act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1933],  there  is  hereby  transferred  to  the  Alaska 
Agricultural  College  and  School  of  Mines  the 
property  known  as  the  Matanuska  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station  together  with  all  appurte- 
nances and  such  livestock  and  equipment  at  the  sta- 
tion as  is  desired  by  the  Alaska  Agricultural 
College  and  School  of  Mines  for  its  use. 

Employer  Contributions  to  Retirement 
Systems 

AN  ACT  To  aid  the  States  and  Territories  in  making 
provisions  for  the  retirement  of  employees  of  the  land- 
grant  colleges 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That,  pursuant  to  the  recognized 
obligations  of  governments  to  guarantee  the  social 
security  of  their  employees  and  in  order  to  provide 
for  the  retirement  on  an  annuity,  or  otherwise,  of 
all  persons  being  paid  salaries  in  whole  or  in  part 
from  grants  of  Federal  funds  to  the  several  States 
and  Territories  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Act 
approved  July  2,  1862,  for  the  endowment  and 
support  of  colleges  of  agriculture  and  mechanic 


arts,  and  Acts  supplementary  thereto  providing 
for  instruction  in  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts, 
for  the  establishment  of  agricultural  experiment 
stations,  and  for  cooperative  extension  work  in 
agriculture  and  home  economics,  all  States  and 
Territories  are  hereafter  authorized,  notwithstand- 
ing any  contrary  provisions  in  said  Acts,  to  with- 
hold from  expenditure,  from  Federal  funds  ad- 
vanced under  the  terms  of  said  Acts,  amounts 
designated  as  employer  contributions  to  be  made 
by  the  States  or  Territories  to  retirement  systems 
established  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  such 
States  or  Territories,  or  established  by  the  gov- 
erning boards  of  colleges  of  agriculture  and  me- 
chanic arts  in  accordance  with  the  authority  vested 
in  them,  and  to  deposit  such  amounts  to  the  credit 
of  such  retirement  systems  for  subsequent  dis- 
bursement in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  re- 
tirement systems  in  effect  in  the  respective  States 
and  Territories :  Provided,  That  there  shall  not  be 
deducted  from  Federal  funds  and  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  retirement  accounts  as  employer  con- 
tributions, amounts  in  excess  of  5  per  centum  of 
that  portion  of  the  salaries  of  employees  paid  from 
such  Federal  funds :  Provided  further,  That,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  deposits  and  contributions 
in  retirement  systems  in  favor  of  any  employee, 
in  no  event  shall  the  deductions  from  any  Federal 
fund  advanced  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  Acts  be 
in  greater  proportion  to  the  total  deductions  for 
such  employee  than  the  salary  received  under  such 
Federal  funds  bears  to  the  total  salary  from  Fed- 
eral sources :  Provided  further,  That  the  deposits 
and  contributions  from  funds  of  Federal  origin  to 
any  retirement  system  established  by  a  State  or  a 
land-grant  college  must  be  at  least  equaled  by  the 
total  contributions  thereto  on  the  part  of  the  in- 
dividuals concerned,  the  State,  and  the  counties: 
And  provided  further,  That  no  deductions  for 
the  foregoing  purposes  shall  be  made  from  Federal 
funds  in  support  of  employees  appointed  pursuant 
to  the  terms  of  the  foregoing  Acts,  whose  salaries 
are  paid  wholly  by  the  States  or  Territories :  Pro- 
vided further,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
not  apply  to  any  employee  paid  in  whole  or  in  part 
from  Federal  funds  who  may  be  subject  to  the 
United  States  Civil  Service  Retirement  Act,  as 
amended. 
Approved,  March  4,  1940  (54  Stat.  39). 
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LEGISLATION  AUTHORIZING  FEDERAL 
GRANTS  FOR  AGRICULTURAL  EX- 
PERIMENT STATIONS 

Act  of  1887  Establishing  Agricultural 
Experiment  Stations 

[Hatch  Act] 

AN  ACT  To  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations 
in  connection  with  the  colleges  established  in  the  several 
States  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  July 
second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  of  the  acts 
supplementary  thereto 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  in  order  to  aid  in  ac- 
quiring and  diffusing  among  the  people  of  the 
United  States  useful  and  practical  information 
on  subjects  connected  with  agriculture,  and  to 
promote  scientific  investigation  and  experiment 
respecting  the  principles  and  applications  of  agri- 
cultural science,  there  shall  be  established,  under 
direction  of  the  college  or  colleges  or  agricultural 
department  of  colleges  in  each  State  or  Territory 
established,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  ap- 
proved July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two,  entitled  "An  act  donating  public  lands  to  the 
several  States  and  Territories  which  may  provide 
colleges  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  me- 
chanic arts,"  or  any  of  the  supplements  to  said  act, 
a  department  to  be  known  and  designed  as  an 
"agricultural  experiment  station":  Provided, 
That  in  any  State  or  Territory  in  which  two  such 
colleges  have  been  or  may  be  so  established  the 
appropriation  hereinafter  made  to  such  State  or 
Territory  shall  be  equally  divided  between  such 
colleges,  unless  the  legislature  of  such  State  or 
Territory  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  object  and  duty  of 
said  experiment  stations  to  conduct  original  re- 
searches or  verify  experiments  on  the  physiology 
of  plants  and  animals ;  the  diseases  to  which  they 
are  severally  subject,  with  the  remedies  for  the 
same;  the  chemical  composition  of  useful  plants 
at  their  different  stages  of  growth ;  the  compara- 
tive advantages  of  rotative  cropping  as  pursued 
under  a  varying  series  of  crops;  the  capacity  of 
new  plants  or  trees  for  acclimation;  the  analysis 
of  soils  and  water;  the  chemical  composition  of 
manures,  natural  or  artificial,  with  experiments 


designed  to  test  their  comparative  effects  on  crops 
of  different  kinds;  the  adaptation  and  value  of 
grasses  and  forage  plants;  the  composition  and 
digestibility  of  the  different  kinds  of  food  for  do- 
mestic animals;  the  scientific  and  economic  ques- 
tions involved  in  the  production  of  butter  and 
cheese;  and  such  other  researches  or  experiments 
bearing  directly  on  the  agricultural  industry  of 
the  United  States  as  may  in  each  case  be  deemed 
advisable,  having  due  regard  to  the  varying  con- 
ditions and  needs  of  the  respective  States  or 
Territories. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  order  to  secure,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, uniformity  of  methods  and  results  in  the 
work  of  said  stations,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
United  States  Commissioner  [now  Secretary]  of 
Agriculture  to  furnish  forms,  as  far  as  practicable, 
for  the  tabulation  of  results  of  investigation  or 
experiments;  to  indicate  from  time  to  time  such 
lines  of  inquiry  as  to  him  shall  seem  most  im- 
portant, and,  in  general,  to  furnish  such  advice 
and  assistance  as  will  best  promote  the  purpose 
of  this  act.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  said 
stations  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, to  make  to  the  governor  of  the  State  or  Ter- 
ritory in  which  it  is  located  a  full  and  detailed  re- 
port of  its  operations,  including  a  statement  of 
receipts  and  expenditures,  a  copy  of  which  report 
shall  be  sent  to  each  of  said  stations,  to  the  said 
Commissioner  [now  Secretary]  of  Agriculture, 
and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  4.  That  bulletins  or  reports  of  progress 
shall  be  published  at  said  stations  at  least  once  in 
three  months,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  sent  to 
each  newspaper  in  the  States  or  Territories  in 
which  they  are  respectively  located,  and  to  such 
individuals  actually  engaged  in  farming  as  may 
request  the  same,  and  as  far  as  the  means  of  the 
station  will  permit.  Such  bulletins  or  reports  and 
the  annual  reports  of  said  stations  shall  be  trans- 
mitted in  the  mails  of  the  United  States  free  of 
charge  for  postage,  under  such  regulations  as  the 
Postmaster  General  may  from  time  to  time 
prescribe. 

Sec.  5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  nec- 
essary expenses  of  conducting  investigations  and 
experiments  and  printing  and  distributing  the 
results  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  the  sum  of  fif- 
teen thousand  dollars  per  annum  is  hereby  appro- 
priated to  each  State,  to  be  specially  provided  for 
by  Congress  in  the  appropriations  from  year  to 
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year,  and  to  each  Territory  entitled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  eight  of  this  act,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  proceeding  from  the  sales 
of  public  lands,  to  be  paid  in  equal  quarterly  pay- 
ments on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July,  and 
October  in  each  year,  to  the  treasurer  or  other 
officer  duly  appointed  by  the  governing  boards  of 
said  colleges  to  receive  the  same,  the  first  payment 
to  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  October,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven:  Provided,  however, 
That  out  of  the  first  annual  appropriation  so  re- 
ceived by  any  station  an  amount  not  exceeding 
one-fifth  may  be  expended  in  the  erection,  enlarge- 
ment, or  repair  of  a  building  or  buildings  neces- 
sary for  carrying  on  the  work  of  such  station ;  and 
thereafter  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  per 
centum  of  such  annual  appropriation  may  be  so 
expended. 

Sec.  6.  That  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  from  the  annual  state- 
ment of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  any  of  said 
stations  that  a  portion  of  the  preceding  annual 
appropriations  remains  unexpended,  such  amount 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  next  succeeding  annual 
appropriation  to  such  station,  in  order  that  the 
amount  of  money  appropriated  to  any  station  shall 
not  exceed  the  amount  actually  and  necessarily  re- 
quired for  its  maintenance  and  support. 

Sec.  7.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  impair  or  modify  the  legal  relation  exist- 
ing between  any  of  the  said  colleges  and  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  States  or  Territories  in  which  they 
are  respectively  located. 

Sec.  8.  That  in  States  having  colleges  entitled 
under  this  section  to  the  benefits  of  this  act  and 
having  also  agricultural  experiment  stations  es- 
tablished by  law  separate  from  said  colleges,  such 
States  shall  be  authorized  to  apply  such  benefits 
to  experiments  at  stations  so  established  by  such 
States ;  and  in  case  any  State  shall  have  established 
under  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  July  second 
aforesaid,  an  agricultural  department  or  experi- 
ment station,  in  connection  with  any  university, 
college,  or  institution  not  distinctively  an  agri- 
cultural college  or  school,  and  such  State  shall 
have  established  or  shall  hereafter  establish  a  sep- 
arate agricultural  college  or  school,  which,  shall 
have  connected  therewith  an  experimental  farm 
or  station,  the  legislature  of  such  State  may  apply 
in  whole  or  in  part  the  appropriation  by  this  act 


made,  to  such  separate  agricultural  college,  or 
school,  and  no  legislature  shall  by  contract,  express 
or  implied,  disable  itself  from  so  doing. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  grants  of  moneys  authorized 
by  this  act  are  made  subject  to  the  legislative  as- 
sent of  the  several  States  and  Territories  to  the 
purposes  of  said  grants :  Provided,  That  payment 
of  such  installments  of  the  appropriation  herein 
made  as  shall  become  due  to  any  State  before  the 
adjournment  of  the  regular  session  of  its  legisla- 
ture meeting  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
be  made  upon  the  assent  of  the  governor  thereof 
duly  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  or  con- 
strued as  binding  the  United  States  to  continue 
any  payments  from  the  Treasury  to  any  or  all  the 
States  or  institutions  mentioned  in  this  act,  but 
Congress  may  at  any  time  amend,  suspend,  or  re- 
peal any  or  all  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Act  of  1888  Amending  the  Hatch  Act 

AN  ACT  To  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  establish 
agricultural  experiment  stations  in  connection  with 
the  colleges  established  in  the  several  States  under 
the  provisions  of  an  act  approved  July  second, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the  acts  supple- 
mentary thereto" 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  the  grants  of  money  author- 
ized by  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to 
establish  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  con- 
nection with  the  colleges  established  in  the  several 
States  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  approved 
July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and 
of  acts  supplementary  thereto,"  are  subject  as 
therein  provided  to  the  legislative  assent  of  the 
States  or  Territories  to  be  affected  thereby;  but 
as  to  such  installments  of  the  appropriations  as 
may  be  now  due  or  may  hereafter  become  due, 
when  the  legislature  may  not  be  in  session,  the 
governor  of  said  State  or  Territory  may  make  the 
assent  therein  provided,  and  upon  a  duly  certified 
copy  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  he 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  the  act  of  which  this  is  amendatory,  until 
the  termination  of  the  next  regular  session  of  the 
legislature  of  such  State  or  Territory.

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Act  of  1906  for  the  Further  Endowment 
of  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations 

[Adams  Act] 

AN  ACT  To  provide  for  an  increased  annual  appropria- 
tion for  agricultural  experiment  stations  and  regu- 
lating the  expenditure  thereof 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  there  shall  be,  and 
hereby  is,  annually  appropriated,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to 
be  paid  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  each  State  and 
Territory,  for  the  more  complete  endowment  and 
maintenance  of  agricultural  experiment  stations 
now  established  or  which  may  hereafter  be  estab- 
lished in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  in 
addition  to  the  sum  named  in  said  act  for  the 
year  ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
six,  and  an  annual  increase  of  the  amount  of  such 
appropriation  thereafter  for  five  years  by  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  over  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  the  annual  amount  to  be  paid 
thereafter  to  each  State  and  Territory  shall  be 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied  only  to  pay- 
ing the  necessary  expenses  of  conducting  original 
researches  or  experiments  bearing  directly  on  the 
agricultural  industry  of  the  United  States,  having 
due  regard  to  the  varying  conditions  and  needs  of 
the  respective  States  or  Territories. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  to 
the  States  and  Territories  for  the  further  endow- 
ment and  support  of  agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tions shall  be  annually  paid  in  equal  quarterly 
payments  on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July, 
and  October  of  each  year  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States,  to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  duly  ap- 
pointed by  the  governing  boards  of  said  experi- 
ment stations  to  receive  the  same,  and  such  officers 
shall  be  required  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Septem- 
ber of  each  year  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount 
so  received  and  of  its  disbursements,  on  schedules 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The 
grants  of  money  authorized  by  this  act  are  made 
subject  to  legislative  assent  of  the  several  States 
and  Territories  to  the  purpose  of  said  grants: 


Provided,  That  payment  of  such  installments  of 
the  appropriation  herein  made  as  shall  become  due 
to  any  State  or  Territory  before  the  adjournment 
of  the  regular  session  of  legislature  meeting  next 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall  be  made  upon 
the  assent  of  the  governor  thereof,  duly  certified 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  re- 
ceived by  the  designated  officer  of  any  State  or 
Territory  for  the  further  and  more  complete  en- 
dowment, support,  and  maintenance  of  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations  as  provided  in  this  act 
shall  by  any  action  or  contingency  be  diminished 
or  lost  or  be  misapplied,  it  shall  be  replaced  by 
said  State  or  Territory  to  which  it  belongs,  and 
until  so  replaced  no  subsequent  appropriation 
shall  be  apportioned  or  paid  to  such  State  or  Ter- 
ritory; and  no  portion  of  said  moneys  exceeding 
five  per  centum  of  each  annual  appropriation  shall 
be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pre- 
tense whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  preserva- 
tion, or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings,  or  to 
the  purchase  or  rental  of  land.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  of  said  stations  annually,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  February,  to  make  to  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  it  is  lo- 
cated a  full  and  detailed  report  of  its  operations, 
including  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures, 
a  copy  of  which  report  shall  be  sent  to  each  of 
said  stations,  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  4.  That  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July 
in  each  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  shall  ascertain  and  certify 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  to  each  State 
and  Territory  whether  it  is  complying  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  is  entitled  to  receive 
its  share  of  the  annual  appropriation  for  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations  under  this  act  and  the 
amount  which  thereupon  each  is  entitled,  respec- 
tively, to  receive.  If  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
shall  withhold  a  certificate  from  any  State  or  Ter- 
ritory of  its  appropriation,  the  facts  and  reasons 
therefor  shall  be  reported  to  the  President,  and 
the  amount  involved  shall  be  kept  separate  in  the 
Treasury  until  the  close  of  the  next  Congress,  in 
order  that  the  State  or  Territory  may,  if  it  shall 
so  desire,  appeal  to  Congress  from  the  determina- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  If  the  next 
Congress  shall  not  direct  such  sum  to  be  paid,  it 
shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury ;  and  the  Sec- 
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retary  of  Agriculture  is  thereby  charged  with  the 
proper  administration  of  this  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  Congress  on  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  and  work  of  the  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  in  all  of  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories, and  also  whether  the  appropriation  of  any 
State  or  Territory  has  been  withheld;  and  if  so, 
the  reason  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  That  Congress  may  at  any  time  amend, 
suspend,  or  repeal  any  or  all  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act.

Act  of  1925  for  the  More  Complete  En- 
dowment of  the  Agricultural  Experi-

[Purnell  Act] 

AN  ACT  To  authorize  the  more  complete  endowment  of 
agricultural  experiment  stations,  and  for  other  purposes 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled.  That  for  the  more  complete 
endowment  and  maintenance  of  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  now  established,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  established,  in  accordance  with  the 
act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1887,  there  is 
hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated,  in  addition 
to  the  amounts  now  received  by  such  agricultural 
experiment  stations,  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1926 ;  $30,000  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1927;  $40,000  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1928 ;  $50,000  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1929;  $60,000  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1930 ;  and  $60,000  for 
each  fiscal  year  thereafter,  to  be  paid  to  each  State 
and  Territory;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
shall  include  the  additional  sums  above  authorized 
to  be  appropriated  in  the  annual  estimates  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  or  in  a  separate  esti- 
mate, as  he  may  deem  best.  The  funds  appro- 
priated pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  applied  only 
to  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  conducting 
investigations  or  making  experiments  bearing  di- 


rectly on  the  production,  manufacture,  prepara- 
tion, use,  distribution,  and  marketing  of 
agricultural  products  and  including  such  scientific 
researches  as  have  for  their  purpose  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a  permanent  and  efficient 
agricultural  industry,  and  such  economic  and  so- 
ciological investigations  as  have  for  their  purpose 
the  development  and  improvement  of  the  rural 
home  and  rural  life,  and  for  printing  and  dissem- 
inating the  results  of  said  researches. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  sums  hereby  authorized  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  States  and  Territories  for  the 
further  endowment  and  support  of  agricultural 
experiment  stations  shall  be  annually  paid  in  equal 
quarterly  payments  on  the  1st  day  of  January, 
April,  July,  and  October  of  each  year  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  upon  a  warrant  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States,  to  the  treasurer  or  other  officer  duly 
appointed  by  the  governing  boards  of  such  agri- 
cultural experiment  stations  to  receive  the  same 
and  such  officers  shall  be  required  to  report  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  or  before  the  1st  day 
of  September  of  each  year  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  amount  so  received  and  of  its  disbursement  on 
schedules  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture. The  grants  of  money  authorized  by  this  act 
are  made  subject  to  legislative  assent  of  the  several 
States  and  Territories  to  the  purpose  of  said 
grants:  Provided,  That  payment  of  such  install- 
ments of  the  appropriation  herein  authorized  to 
be  made  as  shall  become  due  to  any  State  or  Terri- 
tory before  the  adjournment  of  the  regular  session 
of  the  legislature  meeting  next  after  the  passage 
of  this  act  shall  be  made  upon  the  assent  of  the 
governor  thereof  duly  certified  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  any  portion  of  the  moneys  re- 
ceived by  the  designated  officer  of  any  State  or 
Territory  for  the  further  and  more  complete  en- 
dowment, support,  and  maintenance  of  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations  as  provided  in  this  act 
shall  by  any  action  or  contingency  be  diminished 
or  lost  or  be  misapplied,  it  shall  be  replaced  by  said 
State  or  Territory  to  which  it  belongs,  and  until 
so  replaced  no  subsequent  appropriation  shall  be 
apportioned  or  paid  to  such  State  or  Territory, 
and  no  portion  of  said  moneys  exceeding  10  per 
centum  of  each  annual  appropriation  shall  be  ap- 
plied directly  or  indirectly,  under  any  pretense 
whatever,  to  the  purchase,  erection,  preservation, 
or  repair  of  any  building  or  buildings  or  to  the 
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purchase  or  rental  of  land.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
each  of  the  said  stations  annually,  on  or  before  the 
1st  day  of  February,  to  make  to  the  governor  of 
the  State  or  Territory  in  which  it  is  located  a  full 
and  detailed  report  of  its  operations,  including  a 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fis- 
cal year  next  preceding,  a  copy  of  which  report 
shall  be  sent  to  each  of  the  said  stations  and  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  That  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  July  in 
each  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  shall  ascertain  and  certify  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  to  each  State  and 
Territory  whether  it  is  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  and  is  entitled  to  receive  its  share 
of  the  annual  appropriations  for  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  under  this  act  and  the  amount 
which  thereupon  each  is  entitled,  respectively,  to 
receive.  If  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall 
withhold  from  any  State  or  Territory  a  certificate 
of  its  appropriation,  the  facts  and  reasons  therefor 
shall  be  reported  to  the  President  and  the  amount 
involved  shall  be  kept  separate  in  the  Treasury 
until  the  close  of  the  next  Congress  in  order  that 
the  State  or  Territory  may,  if  it  shall  so  desire, 
appeal  to  Congress  from  the  determination  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture.  If  the  next  Congress 
shall  not  direct  such  sum  to  be  paid,  it  shall  be 
covered  into  the  Treasury.  The  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture is  hereby  charged  with  the  proper  admin- 
istration of  this  law. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  Congress  on  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  and  work  of  the  agricultural 
experiment  stations  in  all  of  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories, and  also  whether  the  appropriation  of  any 
State  or  Territory  has  been  withheld;  and  if  so, 
the  reason  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  That  Congress  may  at  any  time  amend, 
suspend,  or  repeal  any  and  all  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act.

Act  of  1928  Extending  the  Benefits  of  the 
Experiment  Station  and  Extension  Acts 
to  Hawaii 

AN  ACT  To  extend  the  benefits  of  certain  acts  of  Congress 
to  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 

Be  is  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  beginning  with  the  fiscal 


year  ending  June  30, 1929,  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 
shall  be  entitled  to  share  in  the  benefits  of  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  in  connection  with  the  colleges 
established  in  the  several  States  under  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  approved  July  2,  1862,  and  of 
the  acts  supplementary  thereto,"  approved  March 
2, 1887,  as  amended  and  supplemented,  and  of  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  cooperative 
agricultural  extension  work  between  the  agricul- 
tural colleges  in  the  several  States  receiving  the 
benefits  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2, 
1862,  and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto,  and  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,"  ap- 
proved May  8,  1914,  and  of  acts  supplementary 
thereto :  Provided,  That  the  experiment  station  so 
established  shall  be  conducted  jointly  and  in  col- 
laboration with  the  existing  Federal  experiment 
station  in  Hawaii  in  enlarging  and  expanding  the 
work  of  the  said  Federal  station  on  cooperative 
plans  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture; 
and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  coordinate 
the  work  of  the  Territorial  station  with  that  of 
the  Federal  station  and  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  in  the  islands :  Provided 
further,  That  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  shall  make 
provision  for  such  additional  buildings  and  perma- 
nent equipment  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  work. 

Sec.  2.  To  carry  into  effect  the  above  provisions 
for  extending  to  Hawaii  the  benefits  of  the  act  of 
March  2, 1887,  and  supplementary  acts  in  the  order 
and  amounts  designated  by  these  acts,  the  follow- 
ing sums  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated 
in  addition  to  the  amounts  appropriated  to  the  De- 
partment  of   Agriculture   for   use   in   Hawaii 
$15,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1930 
$20,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1931 
$22,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1932 
$24,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1933 
$26,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1934 
$28,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1935 
$30,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1936 
$50,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1937 
$60,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1938 
$70,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1939 
$80,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1940 
and  $90,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1941,  and  thereafter  a  sum  equal  to  that  provided 
for  each  State  and  Territory  for  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  established  under  the  act  of 
March  2, 1887. 
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Sec.  3.  The  permanent  annual  appropriations 
provided  for  in  section  3  of  said  act  of  May  8, 1914, 
and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  be  increased  by  an  amount  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  but  without 
diminishing  or  increasing  the  amount  which  any 
State  is  entitled  to  under  the  provisions  of  said  act 
of  May  8, 1914,  and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto.

Act  of  1929  Extending  the  Benefits  of  the 
Hatch  Act  and  the  Smith-Lever  Act  to 
the  Territory  of  Alaska 

AN  ACT  To  extend  the  benefits  of  the  Hatch  Act  and  the 
Smith-Lever  Act  to  the  Territory  of  Alaska 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  the  following  acts,  to 
wit,  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations  in  connection  with  the 
colleges  established  in  the  several  States  under  the 
provisions  of  an  act  approved  July  2, 1862,  and  of 
the  acts  supplementary  thereto,"  approved  March 
2, 1887,  as  amended  and  supplemented,  and  known 
as  the  Hatch  Act;  and  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  cooperative  extension  work  between 
the  agricultural  colleges  in  the  United  States  re- 
ceiving the  benefits  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved 
July  2,  1862,  and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto, 
and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture," approved  May  8,  1914,  and  known  as  the 
Smith-Lever  Act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  ex- 
tended to  the  Territory  of  Alaska:  Provided, 
That  no  appropriations  shall  be  made  under  this 
act  until  annually  estimated  as  to  funds  and 
amounts  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture ;  the  es- 
timates to  be  based  upon  his  determination  of  the 
ability  of  the  Territory  of  Alaska  to  make  effective 
use  of  the  funds. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, agricultural  experiment  substations,  to  the 
number  of  not  more  than  two,  may  be  maintained 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Hatch  Act.

Act  of  1931  Extending  the  Benefits  of  the 
Hatch  and  Supplementary  Acts  to  Puerto 
Rico 

AN  ACT  To  coordinate  the  agricultural  experiment-station 
work  and  to  extend  the  benefits  of  certain  acts  of  Con- 
gress to  the  Territory  of  Puerto  Rico 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  beginning  with  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30, 1933,  the  Territory  of  Puerto 
Eico  shall  be  entitled  to  share  in  the  benefits  of  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  agricultural  ex- 
periment stations  in  connection  with  the  colleges 
established  in  the  several  States  under  the  provi- 
sions of  an  act  approved  July  2,  1862,  and  of  the 
acts  supplementary  thereto,"  approved  March  2, 
1887,  as  amended  and  supplemented,  and  of  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  cooperative 
agricultural  extension  work  between  the  agricul- 
tural colleges  in  the  several  States  receiving  the 
benefits  of  an  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2, 
1862,  and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto,  and  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,"  ap- 
proved May  8,  1914,  and  of  acts  supplementary 
thereto :  Provided,  That  the  experiment  station  so 
established  shall  be  connected  with  the  College  of 
Agriculture  of  the  University  of  Puerto  Eico  and 
it  shall  be  conducted  jointly  and  in  collaboration 
with  the  existing  Federal  experiment  station  in 
Puerto  Eico  in  enlarging  and  expanding  the  work 
of  the  said  Federal  station  on  cooperative  plans 
approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture;  and 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  coordinate  the 
work  of  the  Territorial  stations  with  that  of  the 
Federal  station  and  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  in  the  island :  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  the  several  experiment  stations  now 
conducted  by  the  insular  government  shall  be 
transferred  to  and  coordinated  with  the  experi- 
ment station  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  of  the 
University  of  Puerto  Eico,  together  with  what- 
ever funds  that  are  available  for  the  support  of 
the  same,  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may 
at  his  discretion  transfer  such  land,  buildings,  and 
equipment  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  the  ex- 
periment station  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  of 
the  University  of  Puerto  Eico :  Provided  further, 
That  the  Territory  of  Puerto  Eico  shall  make  pro- 
vision for  such  additional  buildings  and  perma 
nent  equipment  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  de- 
velopment of  the  work. 

Sec.  2.  To  carry  into  effect  the  above  provisions 
for  extending  to  Puerto  Eico  the  benefits  of  the 
act  of  March  2,  1887,  and  supplementary  acts  in 
the  order  and  amounts  designated  by  these  acts, 
the  following  sums  are  hereby  authorized  to  be 
appropriated  in  addition  to  the  amounts  appro- 
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priated  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  use 
in  Puerto  Kico ;  $15,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1933 ;  $20,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1934;  $25,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1935;  $30,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1936 ;  $35,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1937;  $40,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1938 ;  $45,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1939 ;  $50,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1940 ;  $60,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1941 ;  $70,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1942 ;  $80,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1943 ;  and  $90,000  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1944,  and  thereafter  a  sura  equal  to 
that  provided  for  each  State  and  Territory  for 
agricultural  experiment  stations  established  under 
the  act  of  March  2, 1887. 

Sec.  3.  The  permanent  annual  appropriations 
provided  for  in  section  3  of  said  act  of  May  8, 1914, 
and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  be  increased  by  an  amount  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but  with- 
out diminishing  or  increasing  the  amount  to  which 
any  State  or  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  is  entitled 
under  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  May  8,  1914, 
and  of  acts  supplementary  thereto :  Provided, 
That  for  the  fiscal  year  1933  the  total  amount 
available  to  the  Territory  of  Puerto  Rico  under 
the  terms  of  the  act  of  May  8,  1914,  shall  be 
$50,000,  this  amount  to  be  increased  by  $10,000 
annually,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
until  the  total  to  which  Puerto  Rico  is  entitled 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  reached.  Par- 
ticipation in  other  Federal  appropriations  for  co- 
operative extension  work,  including  those  author- 
ized by  the  act  of  May  22,  1928,  shall  be  at  such 
times  and  in  such  amounts  as  shall  be  estimated 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  appropriated 
by  the  Congress.

Act  of  1935  Providing  for  Agricultural 
Research  and  More  Complete  Endow- 
ment and  Support  of  Land-Grant  Col- 
leges 

[Bankhead-Jones  Act] 

AN  ACT  To  provide  for  research  into  basic  laws  and 
principles  relating  to  agriculture  and  to  provide  for  the 
further  development  of  cooperative  agricultural  exten- 
sion work  and  the  more  complete  endowment  and  sup- 
port of  land-grant  colleges 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled, 


TITLE  I 


Section  l.3  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  conduct  research  into 
laws  and  principles  underlying  basic  problems  of 
agriculture  in  its  broadest  aspects;  research  re- 
lating to  the  improvement  of  the  quality  of,  and 
the  development  of  new  and  improved  methods 
of  production  of,  distribution  of,  and  new  and  ex- 
tended uses  and  markets  for,  agricultural  com- 
modities and  byproducts  and  manufactures  there- 
of; and  research  relating  to  the  conservation, 
development,  and  use  of  land  and  water  resources 
for  agricultural  purposes.  Research  authorized 
under  this  section  shall  be  in  addition  to  research 
provided  for  under  existing  law  (but  both  activi- 
ties shall  be  coordinated  so  far  as  practicable) 
and  shall  be  conducted  by  such  agencies  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  as  the  Secretary  may 
designate  or  establish. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  is  also  authorized  and 
directed  to  encourage  research  similar  to  that 
authorized  under  section  1  to  be  conducted  by 
agricultural  experiment  stations  established  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  established  in  pursuance 
of  the  act  of  March  2,  1887,  providing  for  experi- 
ment stations,  as  amended  and  supplemented,  by 
the  allotment  and  payment  as  provided  in  section 
5  to  Puerto  Rico  and  the  States  and  Territories 
for  the  use  of  such  experiment  stations  of  sums 
appropriated  therefor  pursuant  to  this  title. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  title  there  is 
authorized  to  be  appropriated,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the 
sum  of  $1,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
after  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  title,  and 
for  each  of  the  four  fiscal  years  thereafter 
$1,000,000  more  than  the  amount  authorized  for 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  $5,000,000  for  each 
fiscal  year  thereafter.  Moneys  appropriated  in 
pursuance  of  this  title  shall  also  be  available  for 
the  purchase  and  rental  of  land  and  the  construc- 
tion of  buildings  necessary  for  conducting  re- 
search provided  for  in  this  title,  for  the  equip- 
ment and  maintenance  of  such  buildings,  and  for 
printing  and  disseminating  the  results  of  research. 
Sums  appropriated  in  pursuance  of  this  title  shall 
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be  in  addition  to,  and  not  in  substitution  for, 
appropriations  for  research  or  other  activities  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  sums  appro- 
priated or  otherwise  made  available  for  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations. 

Sec.  4.  Forty  per  centum  of  the  sums  appro- 
priated for  any  fiscal  year  under  section  3  shall  be 
available  for  the  purposes  of  section  1 :  Provided, 
That  not  to  exceed  2  per  centum  of  the  sums  ap- 
propriated may  be  used  for  the  administration  of 
section  5  of  this  title.  The  sums  available  for  the 
purposes  of  section  1  shall  be  designated  as  the 
"Special  research  fund,  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture," and  no  part  of  such  special  fund  shall  be 
used  for  the  prosecution  of  research  heretofore 
instituted  or  for  the  prosecution  of  any  new  re- 
search project  except  upon  approval  in  writing  by 
the  Secretary.  One-half  of  such  special  research 
fund  shall  be  used  by  the  Secretary  for  the  es- 
tablishment and  maintenance  of  research  labora- 
tories and  facilities  in  the  major  agricultural  re- 
gions at  places  selected  by  him  and  for  the  prose- 
cution, in  accordance  with  section  1,  of  research 
at  such  laboratories. 

Sec.  5.4  (a)  Sixty  per  centum  of  the  sums  ap- 
propriated for  any  fiscal  year  under  section  3  shall 
be  available  for  the  purposes  of  section  2.  The 
Secretary  shall  allot,  for  each  fiscal  year  for  which 
an  appropriation  is  made,  to  Puerto  Rico  and  each 
State  and  Territory  an  amount  which  bears  the 
same  ratio  to  the  total  amount  to  be  allotted  as  the 
rural  population  of  Puerto  Rico  or  the  State  or 
Territory  bears  to  the  rural  population  of  Puerto 
Rico  and  all  the  States  and  Territories  as  de- 
termined by  the  last  preceding  decennial  census. 
No  allotment  and  no  payment  under  any  allotment 
shall  be  made  for  any  fiscal  year  in  excess  of  the 
amount  which  Puerto  Rico  or  the  State  or  Terri- 
tory makes  available  for  such  fiscal  year  out  of  its 
own  funds  for  research  and  for  the  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  necessary  facilities  for  the 
prosecution  of  such  research.  If  Puerto  Rico  or 
any  State  or  Territory  fails  to  make  available  for 
such  purposes  for  any  fiscal  year  a  sum  equal  to 
the  total  amount  to  which  it  may  be  entitled  for 
such  year,  the  remainder  of  such  amount  shall  be 
withheld  by  the  Secretary.  The  total  amount  so 
withheld  may  be  allotted  by  the  Secretary  of  Ag- 
riculture to  Puerto  Rico  and  the  States  and 
Territories  which  make  available  for  such  year  an 


amount  equal  to  that  part  of  the  total  amount 
withheld  which  may  be  allotted  to  them  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  but  no  such  additional 
allotment  to  Puerto  Rico  or  any  State  or  Territory 
shall  exceed  the  original  allotment  to  Puerto  Rico 
or  such  State  or  Territory  for  that  year  by  more 
than  20  per  centum  thereof. 

(b)  The  sums  authorized  to  be  allotted  to 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  States  and  Territories  shall 
be  paid  annually  in  quarterly  payments  on  July  1, 
October  1,  January  1,  and  April  1.  Such  sums 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
upon  warrant  of  the  Secretary  of  Agricidture  in 
the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  admin- 
istrative procedure  set  forth  in  the  act  of  March  2, 
1887,  as  amended  June  7,  1888. 

Sec.  6.  As  used  in  this  title  the  term  "Territory" 
means  Alaska  and  Hawaii. 

Sec.  7.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  author- 
ized and  directed  to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  The  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this 
act  is  hereby  expressly  reserved. 

Sec.  22 .5  In  order  to  provide  for  the  more  com- 
plete endowment  and  support  of  the  colleges  in 
the  several  States  and  the  Territory  of  Hawaii 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  act  entitled  "An  act 
donating  public  lands  to  the  several  States  and 
Territories  which  may  provide  colleges  for  the 
benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,"  ap- 
proved July  2, 1862,  as  amended  and  supplemented 
(U.  S.  O,  title  7,  sees.  301-328 ;  Supp.  VII,  sec. 
304),  there  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  appro- 
priated annually,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  following 
amounts : 

(a)  For  the  fiscal  year  beginning  after  the  date 
of  the  enactment  of  this  act,  and  for  each  fiscal 
year  thereafter,  $980,000 ;  and 

(5)  For  the  fiscal  year  following  the  first  fiscal 
year  for  which  an  appropriation  is  made  in  pur- 
suance of  paragraph  (a)  $500,000,  and  for  each 
of  the  two  fiscal  years  thereafter  $500,000  more 
than  the  amount  authorized  to  be  appropriated 
for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  for  each  fiscal 
year  thereafter  $1,500,000.

Sec.  3.  The  first  sentence  of  paragraph  (b)  of 
such  section  22  is  amended  by  striking  out  "$1,500,- 
000"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "$1,501,500." 

Sec.  4.  The  second  and  third  sentences  of  para- 
graph (b)  of  such  section  22  are  amended  to  read 
as  follows :  "The  sums  appropriated  in  pursuance 
of  paragraph  (a)  shall  be  paid  annually  to  the 
several  States  and  the  Territories  of  Alaska  and 
Hawaii  in  equal  shares.

the  Adams  Act ;  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  author- 
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ize  the  more  complete  endowment  of  agricultural 
experiment  stations,  and  for  other  purposes,"  ap- 
proved February  24,  1925,  and  known  as  the  Pur- 
nell  Act;  and  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide

Sec.  2.6  To  carry  into  effect  the  above  pro- 
Arisions  for  extending  to  the  Territory  of  Alaska 
to  the  extent  herein  provided,  the  benefits  of  the 
said  Adams  Act  and  the  said  Purnell  Act  the  fol- 
lowing sums  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  appro-

1935  (the  Bankhead-Jones  Act),  is  amended  as 
follows : 

(1)  By  substituting  for  section  1,  title  I,  the 
following  section : 

"Section  1.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  policy 
of  the  Congress  to  promote  the  efficient  produc- 
tion and  utilization  of  products  of  the  soil  as  es- 
sential to  the  health  and  welfare  of  our  people 
and  to  promote  a  sound  and  prosperous  agricul- 
ture and  rural  life  as  indispensable  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  maximum  employment  and  national 
prosperity.  It  is  also  the  intent  of  Congress  to 
assure  agriculture  a  position  in  research  equal  to 
that  of  industry  which  will  aid  in  maintaining  an 
equitable  balance  between  agriculture  and  other 
sections  of  our  economy.  For  the  attainment  of 
these  objectives,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  conduct  and  to  stimu- 
late research  into  the  laws  and  principles  under- 
lying the  basic  problems  of  agriculture  in  its 
broadest  aspects,  including  but  not  limited  to: 
Research  relating  to  the  improvement  of  the  qual- 
ity of,  and  the  development  of  new  and  improved 
methods  of  the  production,  marketing,  distribu- 
tion, processing,  and  utilization  of  plant  and  ani- 
mal commodities  at  all  stages  from  the  original 
producer  through  to  the  ultimate  consumer;  re- 
search into  the  problems  of  human  nutrition  and 
the  nutritive  value  of  agricultural  commodities, 
with  particular  reference  to  their  content  of  vita- 
mins, minerals,  amino  and  fatty  acids,  and  all 
other  constituents  that  may  be  found  necessary  for 
the  health  of  the  consumer  and  to  the  gains  or 


losses  in  nutritive  value  that  may  take  place  at 
any  stage  in  their  production,  distribution,  proc- 
essing, and  preparation  for  use  by  the  consumer ; 
research  relating  to  the  development  of  present, 
new,  and  extended  uses  and  markets  for  agricul- 
tural commodities  and  byproducts  as  food  or  in 
commerce,  manufacture,  or  trade,  both  at  home 
and  abroad,  with  particular  reference  to  those 
foods  and  fibers  for  which  our  capacity  to  produce 
exceeds  or  may  exceed  existing  economic  demand ; 
research  to  encourage  the  discovery,  introduction, 
and  breeding  of  new  and  useful  agricultural  crops, 
plants,  and  animals,  both  foreign  and  native,  par- 
ticularly for  those  crops  and  plants  which  may  be 
adapted  to  utilization  in  chemical  and  manufac- 
turing industries;  research  relating  to  new  and 
more  profitable  uses  for  our  resources  of  agricul- 
tural manpower,  soils,  plants,  animals,  and  equip- 
ment than  those  to  which  they  are  now,  or  may 
hereafter  be,  devoted ;  research  relating  to  the  con- 
servation, development,  and  use  of  land,  forest, 
and  water  resources  for  agricultural  purposes ;  re- 
search relating  to  the  design,  development,  and  the 
more  efficient  and  satisfactory  use  of  farm  build- 
ings, farm  homes,  farm  machinery,  including  the 
application  of  electricity  and  other  forms  of 
power;  research  relating  to  the  diversification  of 
farm  enterprises,  both  as  to  the  type  of  commod- 
ities produced,  and  as  to  the  types  of  operations 
performed,  on  the  individual  fai'm;  research  re- 
lating to  any  other  laws  and  principles  that  may 
contribute  to  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  a  permanent  and  effective  agricultural  industry 
including  such  investigations  as  have  for  their 
purpose  the  development  and  improvement  of  the 
rural  home  and  rural  life,  and  the  maximum  con- 
tribution by  agriculture  to  the  welfare  of  the  con- 
sumer and  the  maintenance  of  maximum  employ- 
ment and  national  prosperity;  and  such  other 
researches  or  experiments  bearing  on  the  agricul- 
tural industry  or  on  rural  homes  of  the  United 
States  as  may  in  each  case  be  deemed  advisable, 
having  due  regard  to  the  varying  conditions  and 
needs  of  Puerto  Rico,  the  respective  States,  and 
Territories.  In  effectuating  the  purposes  of  this 
section,  maximum  use  shall  be  made  of  existing 
research  facilities  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  or  by  State  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations  and  of  the  facilities  of  the  Federal 
and  State  extension  services.  Research  authorized 
under  this  section  shall  be  in  addition  to  research 
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provided  for  under  existing  law  (but  both  activ- 
ities shall  be  coordinated  so  far  as  practicable)-" 

(2)  By  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following 
new  sections : 

"Sec.  9.  (a)  In  order  to  carry  out  further  the 
purposes  of  section  2  of  this  title,  there  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  appropriated  in  addition  to  all 
other  appropriations  authorized  by  this  title  the 
following  sums : 

"(1)  $2,500,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1947,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal  year. 

"  (2)  An  additional  $2,500,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1948,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"  ( 3 )  An  additional  $5,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1949,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"  (4)  An  additional  $5,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1950,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"  ( 5)  An  additional  $5,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1951,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"(6)  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  such  addi- 
tional funds  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1952,  and  thereafter,  as  the  Congress  may 
deem  necessary. 

"The  moneys  appropriated  in  pursuance  of  this 
title  shall  also  be  available  for  the  purchase  and 
rental  of  land  and  the  construction  or  acquisition 
of  buildings  necessary  for  conducting  research 
provided  for  in  this  title,  for  the  equipment  and 
maintenance  of  such  buildings,  and  for  printing 
and  disseminating  the  results  of  research.  Sums 
appropriated  in  pursuance  of  this  title  shall  be  in 
addition  to,  and  not  in  substitution  for,  sums  ap- 
propriated or  otherwise  made  available  for  agri- 
cultural experiment  stations.  The  said  agricul- 
tural experiment  stations  are  authorized  to  plan 
and  conduct  any  research  provided  for  under  this 
title  in  cooperation  with  each  other  and  such  other 
appropriate  agencies  and  individuals  as  may  con- 
tribute to  the  solution  of  these  problems  and  sums 
appropriated  in  pursuance  of  this  title  shall  be 
available  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  such 
research. 

"Unexpended  balances  of  allotments  to  experi- 
ment stations  from  appropriations  made  under 
this  section  during  the  first  five  fiscal  years  may  re- 
main available  for  expenditure  by  the  same  ex- 
periment stations  at  which  the  unexpended  bal- 
ances occurred  for  the  purposes  specified  in  section 


1  and  for  the  following  periods :  Unexpended  bal- 
ances of  the  first  year's  allotments,  five  years;  of 
the  second  fiscal  year's  allotments,  four  years;  of 
the  third  fiscal  year's  allotments,  three  years;  of  the 
fourth  fiscal  year's  allotments,  two  years;  and  of 
the  fifth  fiscal  year's  allotments,  one  year;  and 
any  unexpended  balances  of  allotments  to  any  ex- 
periment stations  from  appropriations  made  under 
this  section  of  any  subsequent  fiscal  year  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  next  succeeding  annual  allot- 
ments to  such  experiment  stations. 

"(&)  Not  less  than  97  per  centum  of  the  sums 
appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  under  this  section 
shall  be  available  for  the  purposes  of  section  2  to 
be  allotted  to  Puerto  Rico,  each  State  and  Terri- 
tory as  follows: 

"(1)  Twenty  per  centum  of  the  sums  appro- 
priated for  any  fiscal  year  under  this  section  shall 
be  allotted  equally  to  Puerto  Eico,  each  State  and 
Territory:  Provided,  That  no  allotment  and  no 
payment  under  any  allotment  shall  be  made  for 
any  fiscal  year  in  excess  of  the  amount  which 
Puerto  Rico  or  the  State  or  Territory  makes  avail- 
able for  such  fiscal  year  out  of  its  own  funds,  for 
research  and  for  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  necessary  facilities  for  the  prosecution  of 
such  research.  If  Puerto  Rico  or  any  State  or 
Territory  fails  to  make  available  for  such  pur- 
poses for  any  fiscal  year  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount 
to  which  it  may  be  entitled  for  such  year,  the  re- 
mainder of  such  amount  shall  be  withheld  by  the 
Secretary. 

"(2)  Not  less  than  52  per  centum  of  the  sums 
appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  under  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  allotted  to  Puerto  Rico,  each  State  and 
Territory  as  follows :  One-half  in  an  amount  which 
bears  the  same  ratio  to  the  total  amount  to  be  al- 
lotted as  the  rural  population  of  Puerto  Rico  or 
the  State  or  Territory  bears  to  the  total  rural 
population  of  Puerto  Rico  and  all  the  States  and 
Territories  as  determined  by  the  last  preceding  de- 
cennial census ;  and  one-half  in  an  amount  which 
bears  the  same  ratio  to  the  total  amount  to  be  al- 
lotted as  the  farm  population  of  Puerto  Rico  or 
the  State  or  Territory  bears  to  the  total  farm 
population  of  Puerto  Rico  and  all  the  States  and 
Territories  as  determined  by  the  last  preceding  de- 
cennial census :  Provided,  That  no  allotment  and 
no  payment  under  any  allotment  shall  be  made 
for  any  fiscal  year  in  excess  of  the  amount  which 
Puerto  Rico,  or  the  State  or  Territory  makes  avail- 
able for  such  fiscal  year  out  of  its  own  funds  for 
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research  and  for  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  necessary  facilities  for  the  prosecution 
of  such  research.  If  Puerto  Rico  or  any  State  or 
Territory  fails  to  make  available  for  such  purposes 
for  any  fiscal  year  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  to 
which  it  may  be  entitled  for  such  year,  the  re- 
mainder of  such  amount  shall  be  withheld  by  the 
Secretary. 

"(3)  Not  more  than  25  per  centum  of  the  sums 
appropriated  for  any  fiscal  year  under  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  allotted  to  the  States  for  cooperative 
research  in  which  two  or  more  State  agricultural 
experiment  stations  are  cooperating  to  solve  prob- 
lems that  concern  the  agriculture  of  more  than  one 
State.  The  funds  available  for  such  purposes 
shall  be  designated  as  the  'Regional  research  fund, 
Office  of  Experiment  Stations'  and  shall  be  used 
only  for  cooperative  regional  projects  recom- 
mended by  a  committee  of  nine  persons  elected 
by  and  representing  the  directors  of  the  State 
agricultural  experiment  stations  and  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  or  his  authorized 
representative.  The  necessary  travel  expense  of 
said  committee  of  nine  in  performance  of  their 
duties  may  be  paid  from  the  regional  research 
fund,  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  provided  for 
under  this  subsection. 

"(c)  Three  per  centum  of  the  sums  appropri- 
ated for  any  fiscal  year  under  this  section  shall  be 
available  to  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
administration  of  research  under  this  section,  in- 
cluding participation  in  planning  and  coordinat- 
ing the  cooperative  regional  research. 

"Sec.  10.  (a)  In  order  to  carry  out  further  re- 
search on  utilization  and  associated  problems  in 
connection  with  the  development  and  application 
of  present,  new,  and  extended  uses  of  agricultural 
commodities  and  products  thereof  authorized  by 
section  1  of  this  title,  and  to  disseminate  informa- 
tion relative  thereto,  and  in  addition  to  all  other 
appropriations  authorized  by  this  title,  there  is 
hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  the  follow- 
ing sums : 

"(1)  $3,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1947,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal  year. 

"  (2)  An  additional  $3,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1948,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"  (3)  An  additional  $3,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1949,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 


"(4)  An  additional  $3,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1950,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"  ( 5 )  An  additional  $3,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1951,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"(6)  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  such  addi- 
tional funds  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1952,  and  thereafter,  as  the  Congress  may 
deem  necessary. 

"The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in  accordance 
with  such  regulations  as  he  deems  necessary,  and 
when  in  his  judgment  the  work  to  be  performed 
will  be  carried  out  more  effectively,  more  rapidly, 
or  at  less  cost  than  if  performed  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture,  may  enter  into  contracts  with  such 
public  or  private  organizations  or  individuals  as 
he  may  find  qualified  to  carry  on  work  under  this 
section  without  regard  to  the  provisions  of  section 
3709,  Revised  Statutes,  and  with  respect  to  such 
contracts  he  may  make  advance  progress  or  other 
payments  without  regard  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 3648,  Revised  Statutes.  Contracts  hereunder 
may  be  made  for  work  to  continue  not  more  than 
four  years  from  the  date  of  any  such  contract. 
Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  5  of  the 
Act  of  June  20, 1874,  as  amended  (31 U.  S.  C.  713) , 
any  unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  prop- 
erly obligated  by  contracting  with  an  organization 
as  provided  in  this  subsection  may  remain  upon 
the  books  of  the  Treasury  for  not  more  than  five 
fiscal  years  before  being  carried  to  the  surplus  fund 
and  covered  into  the  Treasury.  Research  author- 
ized under  this  subsection  shall  be  conducted  so  far 
as  practicable  at  laboratories  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Projects  conducted  under  contract 
with  public  and  private  agencies  shall  be  supple- 
mental to  and  coordinated  with  research  of  these 
laboratories.  Any  contracts  made  pursuant  to  this 
authority  shall  contain  requirements  making  the 
results  of  research  and  investigations  available  to 
the  public  through  dedication,  assignment  to  the 
Government,  or  such  other  means  as  the  Secretary 
shall  determine. 

"(ft)  In  order  to  carry  out  further  the  purposes 
of  section  1,  other  than  research  on  utilization  of 
agricultural  commodities  and  the  products  thereof, 
and  in  addition  to  all  other  appropriations  author- 
ized by  this  title,  there  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
appropriated  for  cooperative  research  with  the 
State  agricultural  experiment  stations  and  such 
other  appropriate  agencies  as  may  be  mutually 
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agreeable  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
the  experiment  stations  concerned,  the  following 
sums: 

"(1)  $1,500,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1947,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal  year. 

"  (2)  An  additional  $1,500,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1948,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"  (3)  An  additional  $1,500,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1949,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"  (4)  An  additional  $1,500,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1950,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

"(5)  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  such  addi- 
tional funds  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1951,  and  thereafter,  as  the  Congress 
may  deem  necessary. 

"(<?)  The  Secretary  may  incur  necessary  admin- 
istrative expenses  not  to  exceed  3  per  centum  of 
the  amount  appropriated  in  any  fiscal  year  in 
carrying  out  this  section,  including  the  specific 
objects  of  expense  enumerated  in  section  3  of  this 
title. 

u(d)  The  'Special  research  fund,  Department 
of  Agriculture',  provided  by  section  4  of  this  title, 
shall  continue  to  be  available  solely  for  research 
into  laws  and  principles  underlying  basic  prob- 
lems of  agriculture  in  its  broadest  aspects;  re- 
search relating  to  the  improvement  of  the  quality 
of,  and  the  development  of,  new  and  improved 
methods  of  production  of,  distribution  of,  and  new 
and  extended  uses  and  markets  for,  agricultural 
commodities  and  byproducts  and  manufactures 
thereof ;  and  research  relating  to  the  conservation, 
development,  and  use  of  land  and  water  resources 
for  agricultural  purposes.  Such  research  shall  be 
in  addition  to  research  provided  for  under  other 
law  (but  both  activities  shall  be  coordinated  so  far 
as  practicable)  and  shall  be  conducted  by  such 
agencies  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  as  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  designate  or  es- 
tablish. 

"Sec.  II.7  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  this  title,  (1)  not  less  than  20  percentum  of  the 
funds  authorized  to  be  appropriated  under  section 
9  (a)  shall  be  used  by  State  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations  for  conducting  marketing  research 
projects  approved  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, and  (2)   cooperative  research  projects  pro-

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vided  for  under  sections  9  (&)  (3)  and  (10)  (b) 
shall  be  carried  out  under  cooperative  agreements 
between  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  the  co- 
operating agencies  and  shall  include  appropriate 
provisions  for  preventing  duplication  or  overlap- 
ping of  work  within  the  State  or  States  cooperat- 
ing. Should  duplication  or  overlapping  occur 
subsequent  to  approval  of  a  cooperative  research 
project,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized 
and  directed  to  withhold  unexpended  balances  of 
such  projects  notwithstanding  the  prior  approval 
thereof.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  in- 
clude in  his  annual  report  to  Congress  a  complete 
statement  of  research  work  being  performed  under 
contracts  or  cooperative  agreements  under  this 
title,  showing  the  names  of  the  agencies  cooperat- 
ing and  the  amounts  expended  thereon,  segregated 
by  Federal  and  non-Federal  funds." 

TITLE   II 

This  title  may  be  cited  as  the  "Agricultural 
Marketing  Act  of  1946". 

Sec.  202.  The  Congress  hereby  declares  that  a 
sound,  efficient,  and  privately  operated  system  for 
distributing  and  marketing  agricultural  products 
is  essential  to  a  prosperous  agriculture  and  is  in- 
dispensable to  the  maintenance  of  full  employment 
and  to  the  welfare,  prosperity,  and  health  of  the 
Nation.  It  is  further  declared  to  be  the  policy  of 
Congress  to  promote  through  research,  study,  ex- 
perimentation, and  through  cooperation  among 
Federal  and  State  agencies,  farm  organizations, 
and  private  industry  a  scientific  approach  to  the 
problems  of  marketing,  transportation,  and  dis- 
tribution of  agricultural  products  similar  to  the 
scientific  methods  which  have  been  utilized  so 
successfully  during  the  past  eighty-four  years  in 
connection  with  the  production  of  agricultural 
products  so  that  such  products  capable  of  being 
produced  in  abundance  may  be  marketed  in  an 
orderly  maner  and  efficiently  distributed.  In 
order  to  attain  these  objectives,  it  is  the  intent  of 
Congress  to  provide  for  (1)  continuous  research  to 
improve  the  marketing,  handling,  storage,  proc- 
essing, transportation,  and  distribution  of  agri- 
cultural products ;  (2)  cooperation  among  Federal 
and  State  agencies,  producers,  industry  organiza- 
tions, and  others  in  the  development  and  effectua- 
tion of  research  and  marketing  programs  to  im- 
prove the  distribution  processes ;  (3)  an  integrated 
administration  of  all  laws  enacted  by  Congress  to 


aid  the  distribution  of  agricultural  products 
through  research,  market  aids  and  services,  and 
regulatory  activities,  to  the  end  that  marketing- 
methods  and  facilities  may  be  improved,  that  dis- 
tribution costs  may  be  reduced  and  the  price 
spread  between  the  producer  and  consumer  may 
be  narrowed,  that  dietary  and  nutritional  stand- 
ards may  be  improved,  that  new  and  wider  mar- 
kets for  American  agricultural  products  may  be 
developed,  both  in  the  United  States  and  in  other 
countries,  with  a  view  to  making  it  possible  for  the 
full  production  of  American  farms  to  be  disposed 
of  usefully,  economically,  profitably,  and  in  an 
orderly  manner.  In  effectuating  the  purposes  of 
this  title,  maximum  use  shall  be  made  of  existing 
research  facilities  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Fed- 
eral Government  or  by  State  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations  and  of  the  facilities  of  the  Federal 
and  State  extension  services.  To  the  maximum 
extent  practicable  marketing  research  work  done 
hereunder  in  cooperation  with  the  States  shall  be 
done  in  cooperation  with  the  State  agricultural 
experiment  stations;  marketing  educational  and 
demonstrational  work  done  hereunder  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  States  shall  be  done  in  cooperation 
with  the  State  agricultural  extension  service ;  mar- 
ket information,  inspection,  regulatory  work  and 
other  marketing  service  done  hereunder  in  coop- 
eration with  the  State  agencies  shall  be  done  in 
cooperation  with  the  State  departments  of  agri- 
culture, and  State  bureaus  and  departments  of 
markets. 

Sec.  203.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  di- 
rected and  authorized : 

(a)  To  conduct,  assist,  and  foster  research,  in- 
vestigation, and  experimentation  to  determine  the 
best  methods  of  processing,  preparation  for  mar- 
ket, packaging,  handling,  transporting,  storing, 
distributing,  and  marketing  agricultural  prod- 
ucts :  Provided,  That  the  results  of  such  research 
shall  be  made  available  to  the  public  for  the  pur- 
pose of  expanding  the  use  of  American  agricul- 
tural products  in  such  manner  as  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  may  determine. 

(h)  To  determine  costs  of  marketing  agricul- 
tural products  in  their  various  forms  and  through 
the  various  channels  and  to  foster  and  assist  in  the 
development  and  establishment  of  more  efficient 
marketing  methods  (including  analyses  of  meth- 
ods and  proposed  methods),  practices,  and  facili- 
ties, for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about  more  effi- 
cient and  orderly  marketing,  and  reducing  the 


price  spread  between  the  producer  and  the  con- 
sumer. 

(<?)  To  develop  and  improve  standards  of  qual- 
ity, condition,  quantity,  grade,  and  packaging,  and 
recommend  and  demonstrate  such  standards  in 
order  to  encourage  uniformity  and  consistency  in 
commercial  practices. 

(d)  To  conduct,  assist,  foster,  and  direct  stud- 
ies and  informational  programs  designed  to  elimi- 
nate artificial  barriers  to  the  free  movement  of 
agricultural  products. 

(e)  To  foster  and  assist  in  the  development  of 
new  or  expanded  markets  (domestic  and  foreign) 
and  new  and  expanded  uses  and  in  the  moving  of 
larger  quantities  of  agricultural  products  through 
the  private  marketing  system  to  consumers  in  the 
United  States  and  abroad. 

(/)  To  conduct  and  cooperate  in  consumer  edu- 
cation for  the  more  effective  utilization  and  greater 
consumption  of  agricultural  products :  Provided, 
That  no  money  appropriated  under  the  authority 
of  this  Act  shall  be  used  to  pay  for  newspaper  or 
periodical  advertising  space  or  radio  time  in  car- 
rying out  the  purposes  of  this  section  and  section 
203  (e). 

(g)  To  collect  and  disseminate  marketing  in- 
formation, including  adequate  outlook  informa- 
tion on  a  market-area  basis,  for  the  purpose  of 
anticipating  and  meeting  consumer  requirements, 
aiding  in  the  maintenance  of  farm  income,  and 
bringing  about  a  balance  between  production  and 
utilization  of  agricultural  products. 

(A)  To  inspect,  certify,  and  identify  the  class, 
quality,  quantity,  and  condition  of  agricultural 
products  when  shipped  or  received  in  interstate 
commerce,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  prescribe,  including 
assessment  and  collection  of  such  fees  as  will  be 
reasonable  and  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  cover  the 
cost  of  the  service  rendered,  to  the  end  that  agri- 
cultural products  may  be  marketed  to  the  best  ad- 
vantage, that  trading  may  be  facilitated,  and  that 
consumers  may  be  able  to  obtain  the  quality  prod- 
uct which  they  desire,  except  that  no  person  shall 
be  required  to  use  the  service  authorized  by  this 
subsection.  Any  official  certificate  issued  under 
the  authority  of  this  subsection  shall  be  received 
by  all  officers  and  all  courts  of  the  United  States 
as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  state- 
ments therein  contained. 

(i)  To  determine  the  needs  and  develop  or  assist 
in  the  development  of  plans  for  efficient  facilities 
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and  methods  of  operating  such  facilities  for  the 
proper  assembly,  processing,  transportation,  stor- 
age, distribution,  and  handling  of  agricultural 
products. 

(j)  To  assist  in  improving  transportation  serv- 
ices and  facilities  and  in  obtaining  equitable  and 
reasonable  transportation  rates  and  services  and 
adequate  transportation  facilities  for  agricultural 
products  and  farm  supplies  by  making  complaint 
or  petition  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, the  Maritime  Commission,  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board,  or  other  Federal  or  State  transpor- 
tation regulatory  body  with  respect  to  rates, 
charges,  tariffs,  practices,  and  services,  or  by  work- 
ing directly  with  individual  carriers  or  groups  of 
carriers. 

(k)  To  collect,  tabulate,  and  disseminate  sta- 
tistics on  marketing  agricultural  products,  includ- 
ing, but  not  restricted  to  statistics  on  market  sup- 
plies, storage  stocks,  quantity,  quality,  and  condi- 
tion of  such  products  in  various  positions  in  the 
marketing  channel,  utilization  of  such  products, 
shipments  and  unloads  thereof. 

(/)  To  develop  and  promulgate,  for  the  use  and 
at  the  request  of  any  Federal  agency  or  State, 
procurement  standards  and  specifications  for  agri- 
cultural products,  and  submit  such  standards  and 
specifications  to  such  agency  or  State  for  use  or 
adoption  for  procurement  purposes. 

(m)  To  conduct,  assist,  encourage,  and  pro- 
mote research,  investigation,  and  experimentation 
to  determine  the  most  efficient  and  practical  means, 
methods,  and  processes  for  the  handling,  storing, 
preserving,  protecting,  processing,  and  distrib- 
uting of  agricultural  commodities  to  the  end  that 
such  commodities  may  be  marketed  in  an  orderly 
manner  and  to  the  best  interest  of  the  producers 
thereof. 

(n)  To  conduct  such  other  research  and  serv- 
ices and  to  perform  such  other  activities  as  will 
facilitate  the  marketing,  distribution,  processing, 
and  utilization  of  agricultural  products  through 
commercial  channels. 

Sec.  204.  (a)  In  order  to  conduct  research  and 
service  work  in  connection  with  the  preparation 
for  market,  processing,  packaging,  handling,  stor- 
ing, transporting,  distributing,  and  marketing  of 
agricultural  products  as  authorized  by  this  title, 
there  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  the 
following  sums : 


(1)  $2,500,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1947,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal  year. 

(2)  An  additional  $2,500,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1948,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

(3)  An  additional  $5,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1949,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

(4)  An  additional  $5,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1950,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

(5)  An  additional  $5,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1951,  and  each  subsequent  fiscal 
year. 

(6)  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  such  addi- 
tional funds  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1952,  and  thereafter  as  the  Congress 
may  deem  necessary. 

Such  sums  appropriated  in  pursuance  of  this  title 
shall  be  in  addition  to,  and  not  in  substitution  for, 
sums  appropriated  or  otherwise  made  available 
to  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(6)  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized 
to  make  available  from  such  funds  such  sums  as 
he  may  deem  appropriate  for  allotment  to  State 
departments  of  agriculture,  State  bureaus  and  de- 
partments of  markets,  State  agricultural  experi- 
ment stations,  and  other  appropriate  State  agen- 
cies for  cooperative  projects  in  marketing  service 
and  in  marketing  research  to  effectuate  the  pur- 
poses of  title  II  of  this  Act :  Provided,  That  no 
such  allotment  and  no  payment  under  any  such 
allotment  shall  be  made  for  any  fiscal  year  to  any 
State  agency  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  such 
State  agency  makes  available  out  of  its  own  funds 
for  such  research.  The  funds  which  State  agencies 
are  required  to  make  available  in  order  to  qualify 
for  such  an  allotment  shall  be  in  addition  to  any 
funds  now  available  to  such  agencies  for  marketing 
services  and  for  marketing  research.  The  allot- 
ments  authorized  under  this  section  shall  be  made 
to  the  agency  or  agencies  best  equipped  and  quali- 
fied to  conduct  the  specific  project  to  be  under- 
taken. Such  allotments  shall  be  covered  by 
cooperative  agreements  between  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  and  the  cooperating  agency  and  shall 
include  appropriate  provisions  for  preventing  du- 
plication or  overlapping  of  work  within  the  State 
or  States  cooperating.  Should  duplication  or 
overlapping  occur  subsequent  to  approval  of  a  co- 
operative project  or  allotment  of  funds,  the  Secre- 
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tary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
withhold  unexpended  balances  on  such  projects 
notwithstanding  the  prior  approval  thereof. 

Sec.  205.  (a)  In  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
title  II  of  this  Act,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
may  cooperate  with  other  branches  of  the  Govern- 
ment, State  agencies,  private  research  organiza- 
tions, purchasing  and  consuming  organizations, 
boards  of  trade,  chambers  of  commerce,  other  asso- 
ciations of  business  or  trade  organizations,  trans- 
portation and  storage  agencies  and  organizations, 
or  other  persons  or  corporations  engaged  in  the 
production,  transportation,  storing,  processing, 
marketing,  and  distribution  of  agricultural  prod- 
ucts whether  operating  in  one  or  more  jurisdic- 
tions. The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  have 
authority  to  enter  into  contracts  and  agreements 
under  the  terms  of  regulations  promulgated  by 
him  with  States  and  agencies  of  States,  private 
firms,  institutions,  and  individuals  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  research  and  service  work,  making 
and  compiling  reports  and  surveys,  and  carrying 
out  other  functions  relating  thereto  when  in  his 
judgment  the  services  or  functions  to  be  performed 
will  be  carried  out  more  effectively,  more  rapidly, 
or  at  less  cost  than  if  performed  by  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Contracts  hereunder  may  be  made 
for  work  to  be  performed  within  a  period  not  more 
than  four  years  from  the  date  of  any  such  con- 
tract, and  advance,  progress,  or  other  payments 
may  be  made.  The  provisions  of  section  3648  (31 
U.  S.  C,  sec.  529)  and  section  3709  (41  U.  S.  C, 
sec.  5)  of  the  Revised  Statutes  shall  not  be  appli- 
cable to  contracts  or  agreements  made  under  the 
authority  of  this  section.  Any  unexpended  bal- 
ances of  appropriations  obligated  by  contracts  as 
authorized  by  this  section  may,  notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  section  5  of  the  Act  of  June  20, 
1874,  as  amended  (31  U.  S.  C,  sec.  713)  remain 
upon  the  books  of  the  Treasury  for  not  more  than 
five  fiscal  years  before  being  carried  to  the  surplus 
fund  and  covered  into  the  Treasury.  Any  contract 
made  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  contain  re- 
quirements making  the  result  of  such  research  and 
investigations  available  to  the  public  by  such  means 
as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  determine. 

(b)  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  pro- 
mulgate such  orders,  rules,  and  regulations  as  he 
deems  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
title.  In  his  annual  report  to  Congress,  he  shall 
include  a  complete  statement  of  research  work 
being  performed  under  contracts  or  cooperative 


agreements  under  this  title,  showing  the  names  of 
the  agencies  cooperating  and  the  amounts  ex- 
pended thereon,  segregated  by  Federal  and  non- 
Federal  funds. 

Sec.  206.  In  order  to  facilitate  administration 
and  to  increase  the  effectiveness  of  the  marketing 
research,  service,  and  regulatory  work  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  to  the  fullest  extent  prac- 
ticable, the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized, 
notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  law,  to 
transfer,  group,  coordinate,  and  consolidate  the 
functions,  powers,  duties,  and  authorities  of  each 
and  every  agency,  division,  bureau,  service, 
section,  or  other  administrative  unit  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  primarily  concerned  with 
research,  service,  or  regulatory  activities  in  con- 
nection with  the  marketing,  transportation,  stor- 
age, processing,  distribution  of,  or  service  or  regu- 
latory activities  in  connection  with,  the  utilization 
of,  agricultural  products,  into  a  single  administra- 
tive agency.  In  making  such  changes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  effectively  the  purposes  of 
this  title,  the  records,  property,  personnel,  and 
funds  of  such  agencies,  divisions,  bureaus,  services, 
sections,  or  other  administrative  units  in  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  affected  thereby  are  au- 
thorized to  be  transferred  to  and  used  by  such 
administrative  agency  to  which  the  transfer  may 
be  made,  but  such  unexpended  balances  of  appro- 
priations so  transferred  shall  be  used  only  for  the 
purposes  for  which  such  appropriations  were 
made. 

Sec.  207.  When  used  in  this  title,  the  term  "ag- 
ricultural products"  includes  agricultural,  horti- 
cultural, viticultural,  and  dairy  products,  live- 
stock and  poultry,  bees,  forest  products,  fish  and 
shellfish,  and  any  products  thereof,  including  proc- 
essed and  manufactured  products,  and  any  and  all 
products  raised  or  produced  on  farms  and  any 
processed  or  manufactured  product  thereof. 

Sec.  208.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall 
have  the  power  to  appoint,  remove,  and  fix,  in 
accordance  with  existing  law,  the  compensation  of 
such  officers  and  employees,  and  to  make  such  ex- 
penditures as  he  deems  necessary  including  ex- 
penditures for  rent  outside  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, travel,  supplies,  books,  equipment,  and  such 
other  expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  this  title :  Provided,  That  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  may  appoint  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  any  technically  qualified  person, 
firm,  or  organization  by  contract  or  otherwise  on  a 
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temporary  basis  and  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  six 
months  in  any  fiscal  year  to  perform  research,  in- 
spection, classification,  technical,  or  other  special 
services,  without  regard  to  the  civil-service  laws  or 
the  Classification  Act  of  1923,  as  amended. 

TITLE   III 

Sec.  301.  In  order  to  aid  in  implementing  the 
research  and  service  work  authorized  under  titles 
I  and  II  of  this  Act,  and  to  assist  in  obtaining  the 
fullest  cooperation  among  Federal  and  State 
agencies,  producers,  farm  organizations,  and  pri- 
vate industry,  in  the  development  of  and  in  effec- 
tuating such  research  and  service  programs,  and 
in  order  to  secure  the  greatest  benefit  from  the  ex- 
penditure of  funds,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
shall  establish  a  national  advisory  committee. 
The  functions  of  such  advisory  committe  shall  be 
to  consult  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and 
other  appropriate  officials  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  to  make  recommendations  relative  to 
research  and  service  work  authorized  by  this  Act, 
and  to  assist  in  obtaining  the  cooperation  of  pro- 
ducers, farm  organizations,  industry  groups,  and 
Federal  and  State  agencies  in  the  furtherance  of 
such  research  and  service  programs.  The  chair- 
man of  the  committee  shall  be  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  or  such  other  official  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  as  he  shall  designate.  The 
committee  shall  consist  of  eleven  members,  six  of 
whom  shall  be  representatives  of  producers  or 
their  organizations.  The  committee  shall  meet  at 
least  once  each  quarter  and  at  such  other  times  as 
are  deemed  necessary.  Members  of  the  commit- 
tee may  not  appoint  alternates  to  serve  in  their 
stead.  Committee  members  other  than  the  chair- 
man shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  employees  of  the 
United  States  and  are  not  entitled  to  compensa- 
tion, but  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  author- 
ized to  allow  their  traveling  and  subsistence 
expenses  necessary  in  connection  with  their  at- 
tendance at  meetings  called  by  him  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  section. 


Sec.  302.  In  the  furtherance  of  the  research  and 
service  work  authorized  by  this  Act,  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  may,  in  addition  to  the  national  ad- 
visory committee,  establish  appropriate  commit- 
tees, including  representatives  of  producers, 
industry,  government,  and  science,  to  assist  in  ef- 
fectuating specific  research  and  service  programs. 

Approved  August  14,  1946  (60  Stat,  1082). 

Acts  Amending  the  1946  Amendment  of 
the  Bankhead- Jones  Act   of   1935 

AN  ACT  To  amend  title  I  of  the  Bankhead-Jones  Act 
of  1935. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  section  11  of  title  I 
of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  re- 
search into  basic  laws  and  principles  relating  to 
agriculture  and  to  provide  for  the  further  de- 
velopment of  cooperative  agricultural  extension 
work  and  the  more  complete  endowment  and  sup- 
port of  land-grant  colleges",  approved  June  29, 
1935  (the  Bankhead-Jones  Act) ,  which  was  added 
by  Public  Law  733,  Seventy-ninth  Congress,  is 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "authorized  to 
be"  wherever  they  appear  in  that  section. 

Approved  July  31,  1947  (61  Stat,  694). 

AN  ACT  To  amend  the  Act  of  June  29,  1935  (the  Bank- 
head-Jones Act),  as  amended,  to  strengthen  the  conduct 
of  research  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  Act  of  June  29, 
1935  (the  Bankhead-Jones  Act,  as  amended  (7 
U.  S.  C.  427-427J),  is  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  section  10  thereof  the  following : 

"(e)  Appropriations  for  research  work  in  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  shall  be  available  for 
accomplishing  such  purposes  by  contract  through 
the  means  provided  in  subsection  (a)  thereof."
